NEW YORK, March 3.—As tho eco- 
nomic conditions weren't enough, show 
biz hit into the hardest winter, as to 
Weather, in a couple of decades, with 
Monday’s blizzard cleaning up the re- 
mains of what was left after the sub- 
zero cold and the blizzard of the week 
befores Legit suffered heavily thruout 
the early part of the week, with houses 
Teporting Monday night grosses down 
anywhere from 30 to 65 per cent below 
hormal, and sub-normal attendance 
Tuesday and Wednesday also. Almost 
all grosses were affected. Mary of Scot- 
land, for example, dropped three grand 
below the previous week to do $20,000, 
while Ah, Wilderness!, went down to 
$13,000. Almost all other attractions 
suffered in like degree. 


Night clubs, however, stood up sur- 
a well, with little or no drop in 

iz because of the weather—certainly 
nowhere near the drop experienced dur- 
ing the taxi strike. The Hollywood re- 
ported terrific biz early in the week, and 
Billy Rese’s Casino claims to have 
turned 800 away up to Thursday. 

Ficture and de luxe houses were af- 
fected Monday and Tuesday, but even in 
the midst of the weather’s worst the 
Capitol kept pulling in the rabid gals 
who cluttered the lobby and the streets 
outside in an effort to see Clark Gable. 
Suburban houses, however, felt the bliz- 
zard sharply, the customers having dif- 
ficvlty in getting to the shows. In gen- 
eral, those houses that could be reached 
by subway or by very short walks suf- 
fered little, but those pulling cvstomers 
from any distance took it on the chin.

For it is no longer a “dog's 
life” at one of the exclusive hotels in 
the Back Bay district. Or if it is such, 
then it is a pleasant life. 

For this hotel has put into effect a 
special menu for dogs, actually printed 
ard presented to each guest who may 
have a dog Or other four-footed pet 
accompanying. And the pet is registered 
at the desk just as are the bipedal ani- 
mals. Thus “Mr. and Mrs. John Jones 
and Dog” has become a common form 
of registration. 

Here is the menu: Milk, raw or 
cocked; Shredded Wheat; Orange Juice; 


Eggs, raw or cooked; Meat, lean, raw or 
cooked; Haliver Oil, Terrier Food, Whole 
Wheat Bread, Melba Toast, Liver; Beef, 
raw or cooked. 

And a footnote welcomes acts, or even 
those not professionals, who bring their 
dogs or pets to the hotel, and says: “We 
are pleased to present this special menu. 
If you do not find what you wish on this 
list call ‘pets’ room service.’” 

And the very first guests to register 
with their dogs, exhibited in a show 
there, were Governor John H. Winant 
of New Hampshire and wife. 

The idea came to the manager of the 
hotel when he took his dogs to be ex- 
hibited in a show in another city and

It is said that at least 
five more legit houses are under con- 
sideration for conversion into radio thea- 
ters in the near future. The houses, of 
course, would be among those that have 
been frequently dark of late, but none

NEW YORK, March 3.—A strike of 
members of Local 118 of the Theater and 
Amusement Employees’ Union, which 
was overwhelmingly voted by the mem- 
bership at a meeting early Tuesday 
merning and later averted by the Re- 
gional Labor Board of the NRA, again 
looms, because of continued discrimina- 
tion, intimidation and coercion on the 
part of employers, according to officials 
of the local. The union, which claims 
to represent more than 4,000 theater 
workers, including ushers, janitors, scrub- 
women and other front-of-house em- 
Ployees, had complained of such tactics 
on the part of the major circuits before, 
and the strike vote was the result. It 
was thought, however, that all disputes 
wore settled when, at the instigation of 
the Regional J.abor Board. circuits had 
agreed to admit the union’s right to 
collective bargaining, upon proof of the 
extent of its membership.

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House Committee Reports 


Favorably on Dickstein Bills 


Immigration body sends them to floor of House, after 
hearings—Hollywood lobby fails to materialize, with 
rumors of possible veto—-dramaticts object 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—In the face of opposition from every branch of 
the industry except the actors, the House Committee on Immigration on Wednesday 
approved the two Dickstein Bills, one relating to alien actors and the other to 
alien singers, which would bring such performers under the provisions of the 


contract labor laws. 


Foreign performers would be barred except in cases of 


unique and unusual talent, such cases to be decided by the federal government. 


Hearings, which began last week, were 
contending that the influx of foreign 
talent had driven many Americans to 
the breadlines. It was also contended that 
the passage of the bills would do much 
to discourage type casting and would 
also aid in building up an American 
acting tradition. Americans, it was said, 
would now get a chance, instead of 
foreign players, unknown in their own 
land, being brought over here and built 
up to stardom. The case was cited of one 
player (Anna Sten), on whom $400,000 
had been spent in order to build her up 
for American audiences. Opponents, on 
the other hand, contended that the bills 
would seriously hamper an already tot- 
tering industry, and that they would give 
foreign film companies the jump on 
Americans in securing the services of 
outstanding talent. 


Representative Samuel Dickstein, of 
New York, sponsor of the bills, said 
that their purpose is not to bar worthy 
performers, but to end the practice of 
elevating foreigners to American stardom 
when they have no standing in their own 
countries. 

Early in the week the following tele- 
gram was sent to the committee: “As 
dramatists writing for the American 
stage, we feel that the legislation pro- 
posed in the Dickstein Bill will greatly 
curtail the production of plays in this 
country and inevitably bring about a 
greater increase in unemployment in the 
theater. As workers in a field which has 
already suffered so badly in the last few 
years, we earnestly urge you to do noth- 
ing that will unwittingly militate against 
the desperate efforts of the people of the 
stage to bring about recovery in the 
theater.”

Of Showfolk Planned 


CHICAGO, March 3.—A vaudeville and 
cabaret show is to be held in the Per- 
formers’ Club Building March 17 to pro- 
vide funds for Actors’ Children’s Home, 
@ project fostered by Father LaVoy, son 
of an old-time showman. 

Father LaVoy informs The Billboard 
that he expects to have the home in 
operation within a short time and has 
had considerable success in obtaining 
backing for it. He states the home will 
be located at Glen Ellyn, Ill., 20 miles 
from Chicago. It is designed to provide 
a place where orphan children and also 
the children of showfolks on the road 
may be kept at small cost. While in care 
of the home all children will be covered 
by health and accident insurance, Father 
LaVoy states. 


“Pastures” Seeking Dates 


NEW YORK, March 3.—Green Pastures, 
which goes on and on like Tennyson’s 
brook, is now open for dates, the current 
tour nearing the windup. The company 
is due to stay out on the road until 1935, 
when Rowland Stebbins expects to bring 
it back here for a long-postponed return 
engagement.

“Passes” on the Pan 


NEW YORK, March 3.—The Legit Code 
Authority in its meeting last Wednesday 
breught to a head discussions of the 
40-cent “pass” and throwaway system 
which has been troubling members for 
some time. The meeting pessed a recom- 
mendation that an amendment be added 
te the legit code providing that all duc- 
ats be stamped with their actual price. 
That, it is figured, will do away with 
the “two-for-ones” and other forms of 
the racket, which was recently declared 
legal under the code in a test case on 
the Coast. The practice had been for- 
bidden by the Code Authority here.

They called on the 
regional government to open all 
houses to co-operative manage- 
ment, so that the actors could take 
them over for themselves at a rea- 
sonable rental, and also called on 
neighboring municipalities to do the 
same thing. 


St. Joseph Bombing 
Hits Wrong Spots 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 3.—Dubinsky 
Brothers were “carrying on” today with 
repairmen under foot and a borrowed 
ticket booth hastily set up Wednesday 
morning after explosion of a dynamite 
bomb punctuated their long-standing 
dispute with union motion picture 
machine operators. The blast rocked 
the downtown section at 3 a.m., wreck- 
ing the theater’s ticket booth and front 
and shattering plate-glass windows for 
half a block on each side. Dubinskys’ 
ace Missouri across the street went un- 
scathed, altho shop windows on each 
side of it smashed to the sidewalks. 

While owners of 14 stores and two 
office buildings counted plate-glass 
losses at $3,000, Barney Dubinsky, resi- 
dent manager of the two theaters and 
the Class C Orpheum, estimated his 
loss at only $1,000, covered by insurance. 
Electric is a combination house. 

Thirty minutes after the blast Dubin- 
sky had the still-scared janitors sweep- 
ing out glass blown into the Electric's 
lobby, where posters were riddled by the 
flying pieces. He and Dudley Winscott, 
house manager, pushed aside fallen door 
frames, and police hunted clews in the 
debris. 

Warren Welsh, labor co-ordinator here, 
said: “I am not pleased to hear the 
news of this explosion. I know that, 
because Of our controversy with Mr. 
Dubinsky, we will be blamed.” 

Differences of the Dubinskys and 
operators’ local No. 559 were aired re- 
cently before the St. Louis regional 
board. Dubinskys had sought arbitra- 
tion, while operators alleged “lockout,” 
with independent local’s men in booths. 


Louisiana Censorship 


NEW ORLEANS, March 3.—A censor- 
ship bill may be introduced in the State 
legislature when that body meets in May, 
according to authoritative sources. The 
bill, which will enable this city to es- 
tablish censors. is presumed similar to 
the drastic one introduced and defeated 
last session, when it was provided that 
the theaters could be made to pay for 
censors to stay in the house during all 
performances. 

Present censorship wave is the result 
of advertising, which is felt to have vio- 
lated good taste and of which almost 
every exhibitor has been guilty. It 
brought public opinion to a head re- 
cently with the Marcus show, died down 
to be revived when Dave Thomas was 
arrested in connection with distribution 
of. sex matter advertising The Road to 
Ruin, and took a decided stand when 
District Attorney Eugene Stanley ad- 
vised a local theater here that showing 
of Elysia would lay it open to prosecu- 
tion for debauching public morals and 
running a disorderly house. 


Taylor Has “Harlem Scandals” 


CHICAGO, March 3.—Earl Taylor, of 
Earl Taylor Enterprises, has taken over 
Harlem Scandals, colored musical show 
now touring the Northwest. The show 
will play the Dakotas, Minnesota and 
other Northwestern time under the man- 
agement of Frank Taylor. Cast includes 
Bud Harris, the Norman Thomas Quintet, 
Cook and Brown, Frank Harris and 4 
number of other well-known colored 
artists. 


Major Ward Out on Bail 


NEW YORK, March 3.—Major Edith 
Ward, who was convicted February 9 for 
soliciting relief funds without a license 
and sentenced to 90 days in the work- 
house, left the workhouse February 14 
on $500 boail, it was learned today. 
Judges Henrv Herbert, Max Solomon and 
Daniel Murphy granted her a certificate 
of reesonable doubt. 


Chi May Have 
Shubert Stock 


Permanent company at Sel- 
wyn, using guest stars, pro- 
_ posed—*‘Alibi” moves 


CHICAGO, March 3.—Plans are in the 
making for the establishment of a stock 
company at the Selwyn Theater by the 
Messrs. Shubert. Announcements to 
that effect, stating that the cast of Ten- 
Minute Alibi, closing tonight at the 
Erlanger, would form the nucleus of the 
permanent company, were published in 
the local dailies but proved to be 
inaccurate. 


As yet the plans for a Shubert stock 
or permanent company are not abso- 
lutely “set,” and there is a possibility 
they will not be carried thru. If they 
are the members of Ten-Minute Alibi 
will not form the nucleus. Ten-Minute 
Alibi will move to the Selwyn Monday 
unless complications develop meanwhile. 
The show has been guaranteed three 
more weeks in Chicago, in consideration 
of which members of the cast have 
agreed to a small reduction in salaries. 
However, there will be no attempt to 
make the company a nucleus of a per- 
manent stock. It would be necessary 
for the producers to retain six of the 
10 members of the cast in the event @ 
stock policy should be decided upon, and 
this they cannot afford to do. It is pos- 
sible also that some trouble may develop 
over the new admission price. The 
Theater Guild, under whose aegis Ten- 
Minute Alidi is produced, has protested 
against the Shuberts cutting the price 
of admission to $1.50 top when the 
show moves into the Selwyn. At the 
Erianger the top has been $2.75. An- 
nouncement that the show would be 
produced at the Selwyn at lower prices 
cut sharply into business on Thursday 
and Friday nights and every effort is 
being made by the Guild to prevent 
sbowing at $1.50. 


In their plans for a permanent com- 
pany at the Selwyn the Shuberts expect 
to organize a company here but to use 
guest stars with each production. 


‘Wherever possible, people who played in 


the original production will be used. 
Broadway directors will stage the plays, 
but all construction will be done in Chi- 
cago, it is stated. Plays under considera- 
tion for production at the Selwyn are 
Jezebel, The First Apple, The Dark 
Tower, No More Ladies, Wednesday’s 
Child, The Wind and the Rain, Double 
Door, Blessed Event, The Animal King- 
dom, Ladies All, Growing Pains and 
Twentieth Century. 


EMIL COLEMAN 
This Week’s Cover Subject 


ERE indeed is the figure of a true 

aristocrat of pop music. He is 

conceded to be one of the leading 
dance conductors of the country—by 
no less than a representative group of 
balloted dance instructors. Coleman 
came to this country from England 22 
years ago with musical ability, rec- 
ognition in the form of a silver medal 
from the Royal Academy and a 
genuine British accent. , 


Martin’s was his first stand. He di- 
rected a classical music ensemble. At 
this time Bustanoby’s, a rival spot, 
brought forth some new-fangled music 
known as jazz. Coleman had to change 
his rhythm, tempo and instrumentalists 
to meet the challenge. He wound up 
playing for both famous restaurants. 
He went to Havana, where he learned 
the various rumbas and _ tangos.

He has played 
at leading night clubs, has made re- 
cordings for Columbia and was re- 
cently signed for a series of Sunday 
night broadcasts with Will Rogers.

Causes Mistrial 


Anti-trust action against 
MDS to be resumed Tues- 
day with new panel 

® 


NEW YORK, March 5.—Trial of the 
million-dollar anti-trust action brought 
by the Richmond-Mayer Music Corpora- 
tion and its Chicago subsidiary against 
the Music Dealers’ Service, Inc., and over 
20 leading publishers will get under 
Way again tomctrow, when a new jury 
will be chosen and the suit fought out 
in the United States District Court. 
After numerous delays the action came 
to trial last Thursday, but resulted in a 
mistrial being declared after one of the 
jurors committed a faux pas and dis- 
qualified himself after the suit had been 
under way several hours. 


Morning session of the previous trial 
resulted in the jury being chosen, and, 
following a recess, counsel for each side 
made their opening addresses. Attorney A. 
S. Gilbert, of Gilbert & Gilbert, appear- 
ing for the defendants, spoke about the 
benefits derived by music dealers as a 
result of the music men combining a 
central jobbing and shipping bureau. 
Attorney David Podell, of the Richmond- 
Mayer staff of counsel, argued that this 
was not the point involved and then 
called Maurice Richmond, as first wit- 
ness, to the stand.

This resulted 
in Francis Gilbert doing some whisper- 
ing to his brother, A. S. Gilbert, and 
there followed a wrangle in which it was 
decided not to proceed with 11 jurors, 
since the episode might have consider- 
able influence on the remaining jurors. 
Upon motion of A. S. Gilbert, Federal 
Judge Bryan declared a mistrial.

Code After Morris Attack 


Ease up on splitting of commissions and five-year ap- 
prenticeship—also give contract break to actors—avoid 
Morris Agency rebuttal—mass meeting Thursday 


NEW YORK, March 3.—Following the vitriolic attack by the William Morris 
Agency last week, the board of directors of the National Association of Theatrical 
Artists’ Representatives met Thursday night in the Hotel Astor. They voted down 
a@ motion to reply to the Morris attack, but did push thru several modifications 
to their proposed code of ethics. They have eased up a bit on the splitting of com- 
missions and the five-year apprenticeship and have made it easier for the actor 
when signing a contract. There will be another directors’ meeting Monday, while a 


mass meeting will be held Thursday 
evening at the Hotel Astor. Commis- 
sioner Paul Moss, head of the License 
Department, will be a speaker, having 
been asked yesterday by an agents’ com- 
mittee, which conferred with him be- 
cause of the activity of his department 
among the agents. 


At Thursday’s meeting Julius Kendler, 
counsel” for the organization, presented 
a letter with a view to having it pub- 
lished as an answer to that of the Morris 
Agency, which termed the NATAR “a 
menace to every vaudeville actor.” The 
board, however, turned down the pro- 
posal, with the argument prevailing that 
they didn’t want to give undue pub- 
licity to the Morris office. 


Altho it was originally proposed in the 
code that there should be no splitting 
of commissions except with those doing 
business in California, Illinois and 
Europe, the board did an almost com- 
plete “about face” on this. It has been 
modified to the extent that splitting of 
commissions is te be allowed between 
members of NATAR. A member, how- 
ever, is not allowed to split with a non- 
member. 


Modification of the five-year appren- 
ticeship clause is to the extent that the 
period must not be necessarily spent in 
the employ of an NATAR member and 
that anyone who has served a like period 
in a booking office, casting office or any 
allied office is eligible for membership. 
However, a performer is not considered 
in that light. 

In the matter of a standard contract 
form, the board of directors has made 
it easier for the actor by decreeing that, 
when signing the contract, the actor 
can specify whatever representation he 
wants by the agent. The actor doesn’t 
have to take the agent for all branches 
of show business. The performer doesn’t 
have to sign a contract, but this is a 
risk to the agent; for if another mem- 
ber agent gets a signed contract from 
the act then it automatically becomes 
his. 

The meeting yesterday with Commis- 
sioner Moss was the result of the relent- 
less activity of the License Department. 
Moss was reported to have told them 
that he wants to plav ball, but must 
have their co-operation. The NATAR has 
promised this and is sending the com- 
missioner a list of its members and a 
copy of the proposed code. The com- 
missioner accepted the invitation to 
address the mass meeting Thursday 
night. 


Rimacs Hold Carioca Contests 


NEW YORK, March 5.—The Rimacs, 
now playing the East with their Havana 
Orchestra, are arranging for Carioca 
Gance contests in each town they play. 
They are also publicizing the fact they 
were champ Maxixe-Carioca dancers in 
Rio de Janeiro years ago, and that they 
were the first South American dance 
team to introduce the dance to this 
country. They even adapted it to dif- 
ferent tunes, including the rumba.

NEW YORK, March 5.—What units 
can do on the road is shown by Nick 
Boila’s Midway Nights, which has laid 
off only five days in 26 weeks, with 
Eastern bookings carrying it to March 
30 and a repeat 20-week tour in the 
Midwest under consideration. The suc- 
cess of this unit is encouraging other 
producers, who have felt the latest unit 
splurge was,about washed up. 


Boila, just back from Chicago and 
on the lookout for new talent for the 
World’s Fair this summer, regards Mid- 
way Nights, a 34-people unit, as an ex- 
ample of what a non-name unit can do 
with proper exploitation. He says the 
unit carries Lou Pollock as advance man, 
plus a pit leader and a carpenter. The 
unit doesn’t carry a band in order to 
avoid friction with local musicians. 


He says the advance man takes care 
of the tieups, spreads out the one, three, 
and 24-sheets, and places the trailers 
and lobby portraits three weeks in ad- 
vance. The show carries special ad lay- 
outs for the dailies and has prepared 
stories to plant. Photos are given out 


liberally, 4,000 having been used since 
the unit went out. 


Loew Adds Contract Clause 


NEW YORK, March 3. — Loew has 
joined RKO and Publix in using a rub- 
ber stamp on cll contracts intended to 
Frotect the theater from charges of pay- 
ing under-code salaries.

This is a bitter pill, indeed, for actors to swallow who would like to see 
the profession in a position to help itself; who would like the day to come 
when the NVA’s Apri! showers of kale will be an unpleasant memory.

His son, 
Redney, is still assisting him. 


The officcrs of the Pantages Booking 
Office, in addition to Hamid, were Alex- 
ander Pantages, general manager; Fisher, 
secretary and booker; Rodney Pantages, 
vice-president. There were branch of- 
fices here and in Chicago, Boston and 
Los Angeles. Pan, at the outset, expect- 
ed about 10 weeks of Coast time, while 
Fisher's books were totaling about 13 
weeks and Diamond hada about seven.

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N. Y. License Dept. Plans 
Laws To Include All Reps

NEW YORK, March 3.—Altho continuing its activity on Broadway in licensing 
all agents and bookers, the License Department is reported taking steps for munici- 
pal legislation, which will give it support in the courts. The legislation would get 
around those who have been claiming they do not come under the “employment 
agency” law. This is directed mainly at the “artists’ representatives.” The Depart- 
ment has made rapid strides in corralling unlicensed offices and getting them to 
make applications for licenses. Last week two were brought to court and held for 


NVA Still Trying 


To Borrow Money 


NEW YORK, March 3.—The financial 
affairs of the NVA are still up in the air. 
The administration is asking the circuits 
for a loan of $100,000 against the ex- 
pected Easter Week cOllections, and is 
understood to be offering the NVA club- 
heuse as security. Leslie Thompson, of 
RKO; Sam Dembow, of Publix, and Joe 
Silver, of Warner, comprise a committee 
appointed by the NVA Fund to raise 
emergency money but is understood to 
have made little progress. 

Henry Chesterfield, secretary of the 
NVA, recently wired Will H. Hays, Harry 
Warner, Adolph Zukor and Nicholas and 
Joseph Schenck for their support. The 
circuits’ being tied up in code and labor 
conferences has pushed the NVA situa- 
tion to the background. 

The bill introduced in the Senate 
Thursday by Senator Robert Wagner is 
another important angle. The bill 
would outlaw company unions and the 
circuits are understood to be watching 
the bill as it would affect the fate of 
the NVA. 

In the meantime the NVA, Inc., is ex- 
pected to move into the reception room 
of the former RKO booking office in the 
Palace Building some time this month. 


Special Sessions. The legislation, which 
is reported contemplated by Commis- 
sioner Paul Moss, would get around the 
various confusing phases of the present 
Employment Agency Law, which is 
worded, in many instances, in such a 
way as to protect some who do not want 
to be bothered by licensing. This action 
is expected to be taken shortly by the 
commissioner, who will demand imme- 
diate legislation when he introduces the 
matter. 


The activity of the Department’s in- 
spectors and undercover men still goes 
on. In addition to the Strand Theater 
Building, the license crew invaded the 
Roseland and Gayety buildings. Solly 
Shaw was brought before Magistrate 
Overton Harris in West Side Court 
Thursday and held in $500 bail for trial 
in Special Sessions on a charge of oper- 
ating without a license. Harry Cohen 
was also held for Special Sessions on 
charges that he sold theater tickets 
without a license 


The activity of the License Department 
is attributed by many not only to the 
fact that it is a new administration, but 
also to the fact that there is the 
threat of State jurisdiction of theat- 
rical agencies if the bill introduced by 
Senator Wald is pushed thru. There- 
fore, the consensus of opinions is that 
Moss is forcing all this activity so that 
he could protest the State’s interference 
in the control of theatrical employment 
agencies.

(First Show) 


It does your eyes good to lamp busi- 
hess like that of this first show opening 
day here. At the start of the vaude the 
house was comfortably filied, and when 
the second showing of the feature got 
under way there was standing room.

With vandeville at all the other big 
houses in the Loop, this theater is in a 
class by itself with a tah version of 
Topsy and Eva, starring the Duncan 
Sisters. The Oriental having gone 
vaudeville, the question comes up as 
to the future policy of this house. It is 
logical to assume that the best idea 
Would be to make the Chicago an ex- 
clusive presentation house, featuring 
preduction overtures afd colcrful at- 
mospheric stage pictures such as was 
done ty Frank Cambria in the old days. 
Such a policy would eliminate all com- 
parison to other theaters in the Loop 
with lower admission prices. 

The stirring strairs of the Zampa 
overture admirably played by the boys 
in the pit under the leadership of 
Cherniavsky and containing an organ 
interlude by Ruth Farley gave the bill 
a gocd start and garnered strong ap- 
plause.

The Earle has a gay show this week, 
and the audience, tho not large, re- 
sponded enthusiastically today. No 
outstanding names. But a group of 
good entertainers are on the program.

Opening act is the dance and acro- 
batic number of the Harris Twins and 
Loretta. The twins, two boys, open with 
an acrobatic tap and Loretta follcws 
with anothér acrohatic specialty. Then 
garbed as gladiators the trio presents 
a good adagio number with acrobatic 
novelties that won a big hand from the 
custemers. 

Earl La Vere and Jimmy O’Brien fol- 
low in a music and comedy spot, with 
La Vere scoring both with his accordion 
and his Scotch jokes. O’Brien is an 
Irish tenor of the popular variety and 
he warbled several ballads that were 
well received. ; 

Flash act on the bill is the offering 
of Alex Hyde, the “International Maes- 
tro,” and his revue, featuring his band 
of 11 girl musicians, the Four Rhythm 
Queens, four dancing girls and Ruth 
Brown, a good warbler. After a fast 
musical offering a trio of girls sang 
Lying in the Hay. Then with orchestra 
accompaniment Hyde gave an excellent 
rendition of Dark Eyes on the violin. 

Miss Brown was then introduced and 
she scored a real hit with her repertory 
of songs, including I Want To Ring Bells, 
Love Is the Sweetest Thing and Did You 
Ever See a Dream Walking? An acro- 
batic dance medley followed from the 
Rhythm Queens, and for a finale Hyde 
joined his band with the pit orchestra 
and conducted a stirring classical ren- 
dition, which included portions of the 
Fourth Movement of Tschaikowski's 
Fourth Symphony, with the finale of 
Overture 1812. 

Bringing to the show a whirlwind of 
comecy is the offering of Lou Parker, a 
comecian with a clever line of chetter, 
who 1s assisted by the personable Marion 
Bailer, dancer, and his three stooges, 
Paul Murdock, George Townes and Bill 
Vurdee.

Weather conditions were favorable, but 
for an unexplained reason business at 
scratch was somewhat below expecta- 
tions. Nothing on the stage end tc 
account for milling mobs, but Sam Gold- 
wyn’s Nana screened at the State's tcop 
should make a nice pickup as the week 
progresses. Vaude layout quite all right 
but a couple degrees below the sock par 
made by preceding shows last few 
— Weakest element is comedy 
ack. 

Honey Family, acrobatic sextet, evenly 
divided on sexes, pleased in the opener. 
Routine comprises array of fioor stunts 
and then two and three-high teeter- 
board displays, with girls taking more 
than their usual share of the under- 
standing. Clcsing punch is a chair-fly 
to a height of about 12 feet taken by 
the lightest boy from a teeter start. 
Nice bow-off hand. 

In the deuce spot are Gordon, Reed 
and King, who have improved. phe- 
nomenally since last caught several 
seasons ago by this reviewer. No moss 
was growing on them before. For nov- 
elty of routines and excellence of per- 
formance there are few similar combos 
that can be matched with these hoofers 
Their closing number is a _ pedalistic 
treat. Pretty close to a show-stop for 
the trio. 

Harry Burns rates a passing mark in 
the trey spot. This sterling showman is 
doing a much-revised congiomeration of 
talk, warble and music. The “I Tink 


You Touch” motif is still there but 
played down to a minimum. Comedy 
effect is weakish, but this may have 
been one of the freaks in the life of an 
act. Audiences, like trained seals, have 
moods. The towering dialectician has 
what seems to be the same male feed 
and a pair cf girls—displaying the latest 
mode in long and short. By a process 
of musical coaxing Burns pulled re- 
sponse up to a high plane on the takeoff. 

Conrad Thibault, baritone of the 
Maxwell Showboat air period, fared 
ckeh in a string of baritonics befOre an 
immobile mike set on the “two” line. 
Delivery leaves little to be desired, and 
Thibault’s appearance is also very good. 
But with the State's p.-@ system 
equipped to catch radio vocalistics 
without mikes being thrust into a per- 
former’s face One wonders why Thibault 
didn’t take advantage of it. As soon as 
this boy starts to interpolate his warbles 
with locomotion he’ll be on the way to 
big things on the stage end. Drew an 
easy encore. Three pop songs in act 
and Ol’ Man River in the encore. 

Hal Jerome and Gloria Gray sort of 
fell abruptly into the fifth spot. When 
this impression hits the observer it 
means that the spotting is not accord- 
ing to Hoyle. It took about six minutes 
for the customers to make act out, and 
by that time it was preparing to shove 
off to Buffalo. There are gaps in the 
act that seem to have been caused by a 
gag censor, who might have caught this 
clever turn unawares. A suggestion that 
might help a lot is to play at least one 
full number and not to clown with one 
of McDowell’s precious jewels. Crossfire 
at the finish saved the day by a wide 
margin. 

Enrica and Novello, assisted by @ 
piano duo, of which one doubles as @ 
tenor and a wow stepper, gave the bill 
a beautiful winduy. This dance team 
are aces high on every count. Their 
two numbers are packed with finesse 
The boy hoofer does an acro routine on 
“Robinson” steps that will remain 
unique for some time because the copy- 
ists will not find it easy to copy. This 
act should have been further up on this 
show, but don’t ask us who should have 
closed.

After Dick Leibert travels down Tin 
Pan Alley’s Memory Lane via the con- 
sole the symphony orchestra appears 
from the cellar to serve the Second 
Hungarian Rhapsody, an excellent and 
well-prepared dish Dut hard to digest 
so early in the day. 

For the start of the stage show the 
gents of the choral ensemble do the 
honors in a songfest tagged The Black 
Hussars. A feature of it is the outstand- 
ing selo singing of Igor Gorin, who has 
a beaut voice and a delightful delivery.

LOS ANGELES, March 3.—Once again 
air stage shows are proving serious com- 
petition to theaters in the Los Angeles 
area. With several new ones added by 
Los Angeles radio stations during the last 
few weeks, theater officials are up in the 
air as to what to do to block this com- 
petition. They have made an appeal to 
the musicians’ union, demanding that 
musicians be paid a heavier scale when 
radio stations demand that they make 
personal appearances on free air shows, 
and the local has taken the matter un- 
der advisement. Fox-West Coast theater 
heads state they are now ready to com- 
bine with independent theater owners 
to organize and endeavor to stamp out 
the practice. 

Spark grew to a blaze last week when 
EHJ announced the Shell Monday night 
broadcast would hereafter originate in 
its studios and would be open to the 
public. Shell show has been using pic- 
ture names each week, and has a stellar 
array of name stars that will pack the 
1,000-seat radio theater. The Don Lee 
system moved the Shell show here from 
San Francisco when opposition to the 
free entertainment arose there and thea- 
ter managers threatened reprisals. 

Added to this, KNX, Hollywood, is 
planning a two-and-a-half-hour show to 
be made up of prominent radio and stage 
stars, to be presented once each week 
with the audience admitted free. KHJ 
presents an hour program each after- 
noon and seven other broadcasts at night 
each week. KFI is also in the picture 
with the broadcast of Al Pearce and his 
gang from the Radio Playhouse each 
afternoon, where another 1,000 are ad- 
mitted free. KNX is also preparing 
another Saturday night free program to 
feature the Crockett Mountaineers and 
to be presented as the Hollywood Barn 
Dance.

night and lasted until 3 a.m. Tuesday 
morning, voted 1,567 to 19 in favor of a 
strike. It was addressed by Fred Keating, 
AFA president; Tom Phillips, BAA presi- 
dent, and Ted Mitchell, president of the 
Agents and Managers’ Association, all 
of whom expressed sympathy. Charles 
C. Levey, secretary of the local, ex- 
Plained the comparatively slight attend- 


ance as the result of Monday’s blizzard. 

The executive board of the local met 
Tuesday to set a secret date for the start 
of the strike, and the Regional Board 
called its conference for Wednesday. 
Levey represented the union, and Major 
J. Leslie Thompson, of RKO, represented 
the circuits, and Ben Golden, executive 
secretary of the Labor Board, presided. 

The strike was averted when Thomp- 
son, acting for the circuits, said that 
they would recognize the local’s right to 
represent its membership in collective 
bargaining after it had opened its books 
to Golden as proof of representative 
membership. It was also decided that 
circuits be allowed to retain front-of- 
house workers who refused to join the 
union. 

This last was capitalized after the 
meeting by the circuits, who claimed 
that they would not jeopardize the stand- 
ing of faithful employees by agreeing to 
a closed shop. Levey, however, had pre- 
viously announced that the local had no 
idea whatsoever of asking for a closed 
shop at this time, so the circuits’ altru- 
ism seemed a bit premature. Thompson 
further stated that he doubted that 
Levey represented more than a small 
percentage of the workers, but that the 
circuits were willing to meet with any 
organization and negotiate for those 
employees who actually were members. 

The Regional Board hearing amounted 
to a complete victory for the local, since 
it had previously been fighting only for 
recognition, which had been consistently 
refused it by the circuits. Other aims 
are abolition of the “stagger” system, 
which keeps ushers within the NRA 
minimum time limit by working them 
in shifts with several hours’ “layoff” be- 
tween, and the raising of salaries to the 
NRA minimum which, the union claims, 
is $10. 

After the Regional Board heuring, how- 
ever, the local claims, managers continued 
in the practice of coercion and anti- 
union propaganda, working thru indi- 
vidual employees. Levey and Lew 
Schwartz, business manager, are draw- 
ing up data, and intend to present 152 
affidavits to Golden Monday. 

Levey expects to go to Washington 
Monday or Tuesday to ask the Code 
Authority for higher wages for his men.

NIGHT SPOTS--CARDENS 
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ASCAP Enjoins 
Detroit Clubs 


DETROIT. March 3.—A blanket in- 
junction restraining the defendant from 
using any compositions of members of 
the American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers was granted Mon- 
day by Judge Edward Moinet in U. S. 
District Court for the first time in the 
history of the ASCAP, according to Jo- 
seph Burek, of Grosner & Burak, at- 
torneys, who hansled the case. 

Previous injunctions have restrained 
only from the use of the particular 
music sued upon, and the defendant 
could use any other music with im- 
punity, necessitating a fresh suit in each 
case, thereby forcing a probability of 
compromise. The present suits were 
given against the Club Alabam and 
Slick’s Great Northern Beer Garden, two 
major Detroit spots, which have refused 
to take out ASCAP licenses. The suits 
named no individual pieces except as 
evidence, and a sweeping injunction was 
issued ugainst the use of any music by 
ASCAP memters. The establishment of 
this principle is regarded as one of the 
most important advances in copyright 
protection ‘n several years by the at- 
torneys. The principles involved apply 
equally to any use of music, in radio, 
theater, cabaret or other form of enter- 
tainment. 

The injunctions issued are temporary 
in form, but the principles are such that 
permenent injunction js certain, at- 
torneys say, when the suit for damages 
of $750 against each club comes up in 
court later. It 1s not believed that the 
cases will be appealed to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals.

Networks Get Away to Good Start, 
But Most Indies Are Still Wary 


News commentators slightly cramped and Winchell

NEW YORK, March 3.—Radio’s leading networks went under the new 10-Point 
Plan on Thursday and sent out its news bulletins as supplied by the newly formed 


Press-Radio Bureau of the Publishers’ National Radio Committee. 


Both the Na- 


tional Broadcasting Company and Columbia Broadcasting System are taking the 
service and supplying it to all of the affiliated stations that wish to accept the 
five-minute broadcasts as sustaining periods. Flat rate established so far by the 
Press-Radio news bureau, in charge of James W. Barrett, is $12.50 per month, plus 


the telegraphic wire charges or that of 
the teletype, which many stations have 
installed as part of its regular equip- 
ment. Outlying stations may run into a 
bill of over $200 month for the news 
service for the telegraphic charges, altho 
the original cost is the $12.50 men- 
tioned above. Barrett stated that he was 
seeking to get a flat rate from the tele- 
graph companies, but this seemed to be 
against the law. However, where more 
than one station was in a_ certain 
locality, he will seek to have the wire 
charges split up among the stations in 
question. 


It is generally conceded that the situa- 
tion is charged with dynamite and that 
anything might happen, due to the fact 
that numerous indie stations and lesser 
webs thruout the country are solidly 
against the new setup. In this city Sta- 
tions WNEW and WHN have subscribed 
to the news service, but WOR, the large 
outlet headed by Al McCosker, who is 
also president of the National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters, is standing by to 
see what develops. 


NBC schedule subject to change when 
interfering with either must sustain- 
ings or commercials follows: WEAF net- 
work, 19:30 a.m. daily, except Tuesday 
and Thursday when it might be 10:45 
a.m. and on Sundays at ll a.m. On WJZ 
network, 10:45 a.m. daily, except Sun- 
days when it will be at 11 a.m. Evening 
schedule is 11:15 on WEAF except Sun- 
days, while the WJZ network will be 
11:15 p.m., excepting Wednesday when 
it will be half-hour later. On Saturday 
night it will be 11:30 o'clock. Nothing 
scheduled for Sunday night. 


WNEW is sending out the bulletins at 
10:25 am. and 10:25 pm. WHN will 
adhere to the rules prohibiting any of 
the news from the morning schedule 
going on before 9:30 a.m. nor earlier than 
9 p.m. from the daily news received. 


News of “transcendent importance” is 
still a matter to be ironed out. These 
may be supplied at any time when im- 
portant enough. The Radio-Press 
Bureau did not think the Carnera- 
Loughran fight was big enough for a 
special bulletin, but since the fight was 
being broadcast over WMCA and some 
hooked-up stations, NBC won out for 
the other stations and a bulletin about

NEW YORK, March 5—The way is 
being paved at National Broadcasting 
studios for talent undiscovered and 
pever on the ether, or such artists as 
have had the benefit of local broadcasts 
only, to get themselves heard On a net- 
work. An idea credited to Ernest J. 
Cutting is to gather arownd a load of 
such talent revealing possibilities and 
put on a show with an orchestra di- 
tected by himself for a half hour each 
Thursday at 2:30 p.m., beginning March 
16, on the WEAF chain. 

All talent that can possibly be audi- 
tioned will be heard and those that seem 
most likely as prospects for future de- 
velopment will get a whack at one of 
the show~. Beyond getting an oppor- 
tunity to be heard some Thursday after- 
noon nothing is promised and the fact 
that an artist goes over strongly may 
still be nothing unless someone at NBC 
or @ sponsor or agency listening in takes 
a special interest.

There 
wil! be no money while the program is 
a sustaining feature, but should it be 
solid the talent used will naturally re- 
ceive some recompense on the respective 
broadcasts.

Bill Hearing Set 


For March 9; NAB May Support It 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Reaction to 
the new communications ccmmission 
bill, introduced in the Senate by Sena- 
tor Clarence C. Dill, of Washington 
State, up to this time seems to be mixed. 
With backing of President Roosevelt, the 
hill will, of course, begin the legislative 
journey with powerful fcrces favoring it. 
A like measure has been introduced by 
Representative Sam Rayburn, of Texas, 
choirman of the House committee on 
interstate and foreign ccmmerce. Due 
to incorporation in the fill of provi- 
sicns affecting so many impcitant fac- 
tors, it is certain to be much cussed and 
discussed. 


A natural interest in the bill is being 
shown by the general public as a result 
of incorporation of radio features or 
provisions. Congress, as a whole, is con- 
sidered favorable to the changes sug- 
gested touching all these mears of com- 
munication. It has been anxious for a 
long time to do something with respect 
to radio broadcasting, and the present 
measure may furnish it the opportunity. 
Here, however, as in the past, differing 
tiews as to what should be done touch- 


ing this institution may tend to cause 
delay thru long-drawn-out committee 
hearings and floor discussions. 


National Association of Broadcasters is 
preparing to participate actively in the 
first hearings on the subject. on the Dill 
bill (S. 2910), which “have been set for 
March 9 before the Senate commerce 
committee. Hearings on the Rayburn 
meastre (H. R. 8301) have not vet been 
set. The National Association of Broad- 
casters is expected to support the rec- 
ommendstions of the President as to 
radio, assuming no changes are made in 
‘t as introduced, following studies which 


- have been made of the hill as intreduced 


by the legislative committee of the asso- 
ciation. This is a most significant con- 
clusion, in view of the attitwde of 
broadcasting interests heretcfore  to- 
wards ‘different sugrested amendments 
to radio legislation on the statute books. 
This statement is not to be taken as 
mening that NAB, thru its legislative 
committee, is fully and fineJly commit- 
ted to support of radio and other fea- 
tvres of the proposed legislation, but it

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McClelland Takes Larger Offices; 
Is Optimistic Yet Noncommittal 


NEW YORK, March 3.—George F. Mc- 
Clelland, former NBC executive vice- 
Fresident, now engaged tn organizing 
his own chain and reputed to have ex- 
tensive financial backing, returned from 
a trip to the Coast and took a large suite 
of offices comprising several rooms in 
the same building on the ninth floor 
where he heretofcre had a small suite 
lower down. 


McClelland ‘is still noncommittal on 
his plans or accomplishments to date. 
He stated he was not denying or con- 
firming rumors for the simple reason 
that officially denying certain rumors 
only strengthened them. He admitted, 
however, that he had talked to Earl C. 
Anthony, owner of KFT and cther radio 
irterests in Los Angeles; also, that he 
had run into Dick Richards, owner of 
WCR, Detroit. “It would be more of a 
stcry,” said McClelland, “if I didn’t stop 
in to see Mr. Anthony while on the 
Coast. He is an old friend of mine.” 

Altho he stated that he believed in 
letting the ether do his talking for him 
once he got under way, he explained 
that his original announcement was to 
the effect that his chain would not be 
ready until next fail. Regarding the 
taking over of the old NBC headquarters 
at 711 Fifth avenue, he admitted that 
he was after the spot but intimated that 
certain interests were not too anxious 
to let him have it. Eventually, he did 
rot see why he wouldn't be able to 
lease the quarters, now idle, and costing 
NBC plenty of rental. 

He emphatically denied that Roxy was 
to join his organization; at least he had 
rot contémplated it to date; in fact, he 
badn’t had an opportunity to contact 
Mr. Rothafe2l since the latter got cut of 
Radio City. However, there was a frien:d- 
ly exchange of notes the Other day, just 


before Roxy sailed for Europe. Both 
William R. Hearst and Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer have teen mentioned as backers 
of McClelland, possibly some others. 
“Mac” intimated that perhaps it was 
some such a concern as MGM. Inci- 
centally, he paid a tribute to the wide- 
awake broadcasters on the Coast, but 
did not wax enthusiastic about some of 
the local programs.

tional Radio Committee. At least one of 
the broadcests included the name of 
@. H. Harris as head of this organization. 
There is no deviation from the rule that 
each of the news reports is to be read 
exactly as written and none of them 
Vary regardiess of what station takes 
the service.

“Ladies and gentlemen, we now present 
the morning (or evening) news report of 
the Radio Bureau of the Publishers’ Na- 
tional Radio Committee.” At the clese 
of each report is the paragraph, “This 
concludes the morning (or evening) 
Mews repcrt of the Press-Radio Bureau 
of the Publishers’ National Radio Com- 
Mittee.

RCA in its annual report, offers an 
encouraging but not radical resume of 
development of the magic eye.

Searck during the past year was the 
perfection by RCA engireers of the 
“Iconoscope”—an electric eye—which has 
advanced the technique of television by 
facilitating the pickup of etudio action 
and permitting the broadcast of remote 
scenes, thereby giving to the television 
transmitter the function of a camera 
lens. Thru the use of the iconoscope, 
street scenes and performances in stu- 
dios have heen satisfactorily transmitted 
and received by televisicn, on an experi- 
mental and laboratory basis. 


Problems To Face 


“Nevertheless, some important prob- 
lems, relating not only to the technical 
side, but also the commercial side of 
television, still call for solution. These 
problems relate principally to the cost of 
erecting and operating the necessary 
television transmitting stations, their in- 
terconnecticn for a wide-range service, 
the price at which television sets can be 
successfully manufactured and sold to 
the public, and the production of suit- 
able programs. 


“Much Nearer Goal” 


“While it is apenas to anticipate 
the exact time when this development 
can be introduced on an industrial 
basis, it may nevertheless be said that 
the progress made by the corporation’s 
laboratories and engineers, especially 
during the year under review, has 
brought us much nearer the goal when 
transmission of sight will supplement 
transmission of sound.”

KALTENBORN SQUAWKS 


On Thursday night, when the series 
started, H. V. Kaltenborn, former news- 
paper editor and Columbia Broadcasting 
System commentator, went on over 
WEVD and delivered a terrific tirade 
against the new radio-press agreement. 
He frankly stated that radio had bowed 
te the press and explained fully the 
situation for the layman who did not 
understand the agreement. He played up 
radio as a public utility, mentioned Mc- 
Cosker’s stand and that of the NAB, 
also the work being initiated by John 
Shepard III, of Boston.

When in Rome seeks to show that 
nothing ever changes, and to that end 
presents Catiline and Cicero and various 
other Roman figures in the light of the 
recent Seabury investigation.

The plot struc- 
ture is somewhat similar to that of 
Enemy Within, a racketeer play that 
erupted briefly at the Hudson a couple 
of years ago—but it’s not even that 
gcod.

FROW OUT FRONT 


By Eugene Burr 


There have recently been some attempts to defend Miss Eva Le Gallienne, who 
spoiled a Roosevelt party in the Midwest by roundly insulting an insulting audi- 
ence, and Miss Ethel Barrymore, who told some Philadelphia clubwomen what she 


thought of them in no uncertain terms. 


It is true that Miss Le Gallienne was 


probably overwrought, overworked and highly incensed at a boorish gathering. 
It is also true that Miss Barrymore probably stuck pins in the clubwomen where 
the pins might do most good (tho there is a popular phrase about no sense, no 
feeling); but none the less both ladies are entirely indefensible. 

This is no brief for churlish, unintelligent and annoying audiences—which 


audiences very frequently are. 


It is merely a reminder that the actor is the 


servant of the public; that when he first prepares himself for a stage career he 
undertakes to serve that public. Let Miss Le Gallienne and Miss Barrymore leave 
the employ of a master too unreasonable to be endured; let them leave the 
stage—which in either case would be a serious loss. But do not let them bring 
the stage into disrepute by denying the tacit contracts they made when they 


first decided to become actresses. 


The public is always right—no mafter how wrong the public may happen 
to be. Miss Katharine Cornell, a not entirely unknown lady, may be presumed 
to have both troubles and temperament as great as either Miss Barrymore or Miss 
Le Gallienne—yet Miss Cornell acts always in a way to represent the stage truly 
and well. And if one great actress can do it, there's no reason why others can’t. 


According to reports, Miss Norma Shearer has been cast as Elizabeth Barrett 
in the picturization of The Barretts of Wimpole Street, and—hold your breath— 
Miss Myrna Loy has been given the title role in Sarah Bernhardt. That’s not a 


news item; it’s an entire editorial. 


And, speaking of pictures, a word should be said for Miss Helen Mack, who is 
not only charming, but also one of the most capable young actresses on the Coast. 
She actually manages to get real effect from some of the film scripts that are 
handed to her. Unobtrusively but excellently, she has made even bits stand out 


thru the delicacy and sincerity of her pretending. 


Incidentally, she is to one 


mind at least the prettiest girl in Hollywood—fresh and natural, rather than a 


calcimine-coated shopwindow dummy. 


As this column is being typed, hordes of frenzied and damp-lipped young 
damosels are mobbing the Capitol to obtain a brief glimpse of Clark Gable (who 


had no such experiences during his career on the stage). 


The passion-tossed 


dreamers have even stormed the lines of cops thrown around the theater to afford 
protection to innocent passers-by. They are as eager and excited as a crowd of 


14th street yokels watching an Irving Place strip woman. 


It is, of course, a 


modification of the stage’s old matinee idol craze—which now, providentially, has 
been, along with its moron devotees, transferred to films,

Dodsworth, which leaps hither and 
yon over the landscape more energet- 
ically than Mark Twain’s jumping frog, 
would seem to be a particularly difficult 
novel to dramatize. And yet Sinclair 
Lewis’ paean in praise of the homely 
(nay, ugly) virtues of homus Ameri- 
canus was turned into a play surpris- 
ingly well by Sidney Howard—and it was 
given an expectedly fine production by 
Max Gordon at the Shubert Theater last 
Saturday, with Walter Huston in the 
title role. The scenes still shift from 
Zenith, U. S. A., to almost all points on 
the European Continent, and yet the 
flow of action is smooth and effective 
and the usual jumpiness and fractures 
of episodic plays are miSsing. That is 
largely because of Mr. Howard's writing, 
end largely, too, because of the scenes 
provided by Jo Mielziner, scenes which 
shift quickly and well and form a con- 
tinuously changing stream of effective 
stage pictures. 

Dodsworth, of course, is the tale of the 
Great American Husband, the natural 
product of a nation in which the female 
is overpampered, selfish and unidealistic 
and the male is her willing slave. A per- 
fect example of his type, Sam Dodsworth 
suffers not only infidelity, but also con- 
stant annoyance, cOnstant blindness to 
his slightest desire, constant materialism, 
pettiness and selfishness; he suffers 
them all and still remains quixotically 
faithful. There is no use retelling the 
story in detail here. On the great 
European tour Fran Dodsworth, in spite 
of the fact that she is already a grand- 
mother, still dreams of being sweetly 
perilous to men. And even tho Sam 
forgives one major infidelity, she con- 
tinues, ending by asking a divorce in 
order to marry a young Avstrian noble. 
When the Jad’s mother refuses her con- 
sent Pran sends a frantic S O S to Sam, 
who dumbly and loyally responds. But 
her shallow veneer proves at last too 
much and he leaves her at the boat to 
return to the understanding and sym- 
pathetic woman at whose house he has 
stayed in Posilipo. The cynical may 
wonder how long it will take the second 
love to becOme as sour as the first. 

Many of the scenes, as in the book, aro 
pretty badly overdrawn—but it is a 
common foible of our leading “realists” 
to symbolize their characters, action and 
ideas in this particular way. There is 
far more symbolized action in Mr. Lewis’ 
if you want to go into it, than in, sav, 
James Branch Cabell. And Mr. Lewis’ 
Dodsworth is often so blatantly symbol- 
ized that he becomes a flat and obvious 
—very obvious—burlesque. 


In spite of the constant overdrawing, 
however, the play manages to keep its 
effect; it is, as a matter of fact, a great 
deal better than the book. For one 
thing it skips alr ‘ all the dull and 
overexplicit and ch. ly “realistic” spots 
in the writing. Only occasionally does 
it descend to typical details—and then 
it draws laughs that are neither fitting 
nor needed. The only howl of laughter 
in the show came when, in one scence. 
Mr. Huston shed his pants. The play 
could better have done without hoth 
the action and the type of laughter that 
followed it. 

Another reason for the play’s super!- 
ority lies ‘mn the production and the 
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acting. Tho Dodsworth is occasionally 
cheaply obvious as a character, he is 
never so in Mr. Huston’s performance. 
It is excellent work, a fine return to the 
stage for one who has been absent from 
it too long. And Fay Bainter, as Fran, 
matches Mr. Huston trick for trick. If 
anything, hers is the more carefully 
thought out, the more effectively de- 
tailed performance. And in addition, of 
course, there is Miss Bainter’s amazing 
faculty of seeming like a naughty and 
lovable child even when she is pretend- 
ing to be a high-flying grandmamma. 
Fran’s story reaches us more clearly and 
more interestingly than Sam's. Nan 
Sunderland (Mrs. Huston to you) is 
lovely as the other woman. 

The supporting cast is uniformly fine, 
even tho some of the minor players did 
seem more like Mr. Gordon’s showgirls 
than Mr. Gordon’s dramatic actresses. 
Outstanding in the support were Maria 
Ouspenskaya, Frederic Worlock, John 
Williams and Kent Smith. E. B. D.

where he excoriates the era in which he 
finds himself. It is, of course, probable 
that any man from any age, placed in 
a different era, would react in precisely 
the same fashion. 

The basic idea of Ragged Army seems 
to be that the descendants of the Revo- 
lutionists have taken the place of the 
British tyrants. and that the moiling, 
upheaving mass of the nation’s workers 
has taken the place of the true revolu- 
tionists. The idea is a facile, easy one, 
but it’s not as startling as the authors 
would have us believe. .Any revolution- 
ist becomes a Tory once the revolution 
is won. General Tim would have been 
one if he had lived long enough. The 
striking millworkers of Dunbury, where 
the play is placed, wovld become un- 
bearable Tories if their economit revelu- 
ticn were completely successful. That 
is why, thruout the history of the 
world, all ideals have failed most dis- 
heartcningly precisely when they have 
must toudly succeeded. 


But that’s getting toc involved—cer- 
tainly far tco involved for so inept and 
trifling a little play as Ragged Army. 
When Dunbury’s DAR prepares for a coy 
revolutionary pageant, while Dunbury’s 
workers are starving on the flats, the 
Spliit of General Tim comes straight 
from the grave to the Page living room, 
pretending to be an actor hired for the 
pageant. He says his say, and later, to 
prove his point. he summons his ragged 
army of 1776, also from the grave, to 
sing Yankee Doodle to his descendants. 
Whereat the descendants are. wnder- 
standably enough, somewhat startled. So 
startled, in fact, that when General Tim 
goes back to the grave which, like the 
audience, is yawning for him, young 
Alethea Page falls into the arms of her 
racical Romeo, and young Tim Page 
convinces papa to raise the salaries of 
the striking workers. Which, simply 
oa settles that particular revolu- 
jon. 

Lloyd Nolan, who scored last season 
in One Sunday Afternoon, is featured 
as General Tim. The lines are all against 
him, but even so he was nowhere near 
his last year’s level. One swallow 
doesn’t make a drink, and one perform- 
ance doesn’t make an actor. Mr. Nolan 
ig still ore of the finest actors on our 
stage—potertially. It’s up to him to 
play his cards carefully—an¢ slowly.

provision is designed to aid and assist 
actors who may require funds during the 
rehearsal periods. The prepayment of 
such actors is in the nature of an ad- 
vance payment of salary.” 

This provision‘ is a law and as binding 
as tho it were part of the contract. Any 
chorus member who wishes this advance 
and who is unable to get it should report 
at the Chorus Equity office immediately. 

Members who are out of work should 
call at the Chorus Equity Employment 
Bureau daily. 

Be sure shat we have your correct 
acdress on file. Many times when pro- 
ducers call us for chorus people they 
mame those they want or ask that we 
get the chorus from some production 
that has closed. And many times we 
are unable to comply with the request 
because we lack the addresses. Don't 
lose a good engagement thru careless- 
ness.

FIGHT ON CANCELLATIONS 


Majors Will Battle First Test 


Case on Retroactive Canceling 
2 


Fox holds out by agreeing to abide by clause—Rosenblatt 
says clause will remain—decision will be dumped in lap 
of Code Authority—meeting in Wash. to interpret rules 


NEW YORK, March 3.—At a meeting of the Code Authority held here this 
week most of the major producers and distributors went on record as opposed 
to the 10 per cent cancellation clause in the code making cancellations retro- 
active to December 7. They have announced that they will fight the first case 
that comes before the board. Heretofore the majors were known to have been 
cut of sympathy with the clause, but they never went so far as to go on record 


as ready to battle it. 
clause as it stands. The cancellation 
clause making the privilege of canceling 
retroactive is the only clause that has 
appealed to the exhibitors and a great 
battle is expected when the first case 
comes before a grievance board for a 
decision. 


Sol Rosenblatt, head of the picture 
code, decided recently that the clause 
will stand as is, but there are those who 
believe that the producers will go over 
his head in the matter and take it to 
General Johnson and then to court if 
necessary. 

Exhibitors feel that if the producers 
are upheld, the code will have lost every- 
thing that made it of any importance. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Practically 
every member of the Code Authority is 
here to attend the open meeting on all 
codes, and it is expected that General 
Johnson will interpret a great many 
things that have been annoying various 
code authorities. 


Several members of the Allied theater 
group are here and expect to seek changes 
in the present wording of the film code. 
It is considered doubtful, however, if 
they will be allowed to voice their griev- 
ance, as the time will be greatly limited 
and Johnson has hinted that most of 
the parties will have to put their com- 
plaints in writing to be taken up by the 
NRA executives at a later date. 


Production in 


East To Expand 


NEW YORK, March 3.—With the de- 
mands made upon it by the production 
of Frankie and Johnny, the Biograph 
studio here is living up to the reputa- 
tion of being the most modern plant in 
the East and equal to anything in Holly* 
Wood. The current feature now being 
shot, altho pretentious, has not taxed 
the studio. 

H. J. Yates, president of Consolidated 
Film Laboratories, has estimated that 
Pictures can be made in the East from 
$100,000 to $150,000 cheaper than on the 
Coast. He expects many of the major 
companies to move units here for work 
in the near future. 

Since the new studio opened at least 
50 film executives have visited the plant 
with a view to producing here should 
the facilities prove great enough, and 
each has seemed satisfied that no pro- 
duction is too large for this studio. 

It is contended that many legit stars 
may be cast for pictures here who would 
not work on the Coast due to their stage 
work. Players like to work in New 
York, for they can go about unnoticed 
in the throng and have greater seclusion 
than in Hollywood’s film colony. 

RKO has already signed to produce its 
short subjects at Biograph, and other 
producers are expected to follow suit 
soon.

Court Dismisses 
Rembusch Suit 


NEW YORK, March 3.—United States 
District Judge Coxe in Federal Court 
this week dismissed the suit brought by 
Frank J. Rembusch in behalf of the 
Cepitol Amusement Company upon mo- 
ticn made by Max D. Steuer after Rem- 
busch’s cOunsel admitted for the record 
that he could not produce evidence to 
support the basis of the suit. The break 
in the case came while counsel for the 
plaintiff was questioning Hubert H. 
Woodsmall, Rembusch’s partner in the 
Capitol Amusement Company. 


Woodsmall had been on the stand 
about 30 minutes when his counsel 
asked for a recess in order to discuss the 
case with Judge Coxe in his chambers. 
In chambers the plaintiff’s counsel 
stated that he had no further proof to 
offer in support of the alleged claims as 
charged. Therefore he wanted the judge 
to express an opinion as to whether 
there had been sufficient evidence to 
make out a case in proof of damage. 
The judge declined to make any ex- 
pression, and upon returning to the 
bench plaintiff made a similar state- 
ment for the record. 

After he concluded Max D. Steuer 
moved for dismissal of the case and the 
motion was immediately granted. 

The origina! complaint filed by the 
Frank J. Rembusch Enterprises and the 
Capitol Amusement Company, of In- 
cianapolis, on May 14, 1930, asked for 
damages amounting to $2,744,250. The 
complaint alleged conspiracy to monop- 
olize the business by means of block 
booking, price fixing by means of the 
Association of the Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers and Distributors of America and 
the Film Boards of Trade, acquisition of 
theaters, discrimination, zoning and 
protection and inability to buy product.

Star System Condensed 


NEW YORK, March 3. — The 
AMPA at its meeting here this week 
went on record as opposed to the 
star system of designating the en- 
tertainment value of pictures. The 
star is used by several newspapers 
in New York, and several film com- 
panies have complained to the pub- 
lishers that this means was unfair 
but no relief came along. The 
AMPA is now forming a plan to 
combat it. 

Pictures are graded according to 
the number of stars appearing at 
the head of the reviews. Four stars 
is top entertainment and often a 
picture is rated with half a star. 
When three or four stars are given 
it is usually used in the film adver- 
tising, but when half a star is used 
there is a howl.

Flexibility 


Just how far the clauses of the motion picture code 
can stretch without breaking is something that is being 
watched with interest. It would seem that every time a cer- 
tain greup dislikes a certain clause, that clause is stretched 
to make it fit the situation. 


First of all, the code stated that any member of the 
Code Authority could be removed from office at any time 
by President Roosevelt. This didn’t quite suit Hays, for 
it meant that at any moment his representation might be 
replaced by a preponderance of independents. So what! 
So a meeting was called with General Johnson one evening 
and the clause was stretched to the point where no member 
can be removed. 


Next, the Allied theater owners objected to a certain 
clause in the code which they interpreted to mean that if 
they signed the assents, they were deprived of the right to 
take cases to court. Again the clause was interpreted to 
mean that any exhibitor might take a case to court if he 
felt the decision against him was not right. 


Now come the producers and distributors, who want 
the clause governing the retroactive cancellation of pic- 
tures limited. They are going to fight the first case that 
comes up. Just what the outcome will be is in doubt, but 
our bet is on them to win. 


If the producers should win their point the code 
might just as well be torn up and everybody go about his 
own business, for it will simply mean that the instrument 
was made to be broken and everyone will lose his respect 
for it. 


Most of the exhibitors who have signed without reser- 
vations have done so believing that the code would solve 
many of their problems. They had implicit faith in the 
NRA to feel that at last here was a way for them to get 
justice and a square deal and they signed up without ques- 
tion. 


They have now seen two instances of flexibility, and 
if it is found that the producers are powerful enough to 
get away with a new interpretation of the cancellation 
clause, they are going to lose the last vestige of respect they 
have held for the code. 


At the moment Fox is the only major producer that 
has agreed to the clause as it stands. Before the first case 
comes up two others may follow suit. If they do, there 
will be enough votes on the Code Authority to outvote the 
clause busters. This is the only salvation. 


If the Hays group discover that they can expand or 
interpret the various clauses as they see fit, it is going 
to be a merry party. And if organized exhibitors find that 
with sufficient yelling they, too, can get what they want, 
everything will be elegant. 


As the code stood originally, it was a pretty good 
document. It had its faults but it was an improvement 
over anything the exhibitors ever had. We have seen the 
first two complaints hushed by new interpretations, with 
probably more to follow. Just what the document will 
look like when it comes back from the laundry remains 
to be seen, but it is our guess that you’ll never recognize 
the child. 


Even before it becomes effective the code is looked 
upon with suspicion and it is going to require a great deal 
of square dealing to win back the confidence of exhibitors 
who are watching the activities in silent contempt. 
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FILM EXECUTIVES COSTLY 


Salaries and Bonuses May Bring 
Senatorial Investigation Soon 


Incomes look like national debts—Senators may ask 
why stockholders have not figured in the plums that 
were passed around—exhibitors sure to complain 


e 

NEW YORK, March 3.—The list of salaries and bonuses of executives in all 
lines of business was released this week in Washington, and from the capital 
comes word that even those who thought they were accustomed to national debt 
figures were staggered by the amounts paid to heads of companies, and not the 
least of these figures were listed in the motion picture column. Those familiar 
with the picture business are not at all surprised at the salaries and bonuses that 
executives voted themselves, but according to the word now passing around, the 


stockholders of the film companies are 
prepared to demand a showdown and ask 
why dividends have not been paid rather 
than having the incomes of the organi- 
zations passed around among executives 
as bonuses. 


The list of salaries came as a result of 
President Roosevelt's demand, and it is 
indicated in Washington that a Sena- 
torial investigation will be started to 
delve into the whys and wherefores of 
the high-priced executives. 

Among the salaries listed are the fol- 
lowing: 

Harry Cohn, president of Columbia, 
drew a salary of $145,600 in 1933. His 
best year was 1931, when his salary 
reached $189,333. 

William G. Stuber, president of East- 
man Kodak, was on @ salary of $67,500 
in 1933. In 1931 the salary was $75,000 
and a bonus of $11,975. 

W. P. Sheehan, vice-president of Fox, in 
1933 had a salary of $250,000. In 1930 
his check was $209,615 for salary and 
$250,050 for bonus. 

Nicholas M. Schenck, president of 
Loew’s, Inc. (Metro), was on a salary 
basis of $59,800 in 1933. In 1930 the 
company paid him $92,000 salary and 
$357,538 bonus. 

David Bernstein, vice-president of 
Loew's, was on a Salary of $58,800 in 1933. 
In 1930 his salary was $92,000 with a 
bonus of $214,523. 

Arthur Loew, of the same company, is 
on a straight salary of $155,500 per year. 

Adolph Zukor, president of Paramount, 
in 1932 was on a salary of $96,031. In 
1929 he drew $130,000 salary and $757,500 
bonus. 


Jesse Lasky, former vice-president of 
Paramount, had a big year in 1929, with 
a salary of $130,000 and a bonus of 
$751,500. 

Sidney Kent, formerly with Paramount, 
received a salary of $90,368 in 1931. In 
1929 his salary was $104,000 and a bonus 
of $606,000. 

Sam Katz, formerly a Paramount di- 
rector, was on a salary of $78,392 in 1932, 
In 1929 he received $104,000 salary and 
a bonus of $606,000. 

Hiram Brown, former president of 
RKO, received a salary of $80,000 in 1932. 
In 1936 his salary was $75,000, with a 
bonus of $97,697. 

Carl Laemmle, president of Universal, 
in 1933 received a salary of $156,000. In 
the preceding five years it was $181,000. 

The Warner brothers, Harry, Albert 
and Jack, divided $280,000 in 1933. In 
1931 the amount was $950,000. 


The reaction of exhibitors on learning 
of the executive salaries will, according 
to observers, be to battle film salesmen 
moré than ever and demand a lower scale 
of rentals and percentage rates. The 
organized groups of theater owners may 
demand an investigation as to the high 
rentals and point to high salaries as the 
direct cause of high cost of film. 

Just what action Washington will take 
remains to be seen. There is a report 
that something drastic is in store for the 
bonus men and that leaders in every in- 
Gustry will be called to the capital and 
asked why, in the absence of dividends, 
executives voted themselves top salaries 
and bonuses. 

The publicity of high salaries and 
bonuses is not reacting favorably among 
office employees here, since in the last 
two years all of the minor workers, from 
office boy to publicity heads, have taken 
cuts as much as 50 per cent.

British Move To 
Get Share of Biz 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—British mo- 
tion picture producers are laying plans 
to secure a larger share of the film 
business of the British colonies, de- 
Pendencies and mandated territories, ac- 
cording to reports received in the Com- 
ig Department’s Motion Picture Sec- 

ion. 

The colonies involved in the program 
include all of the British West Indian 
Islands, British Guiana, British Hon- 
duras, Nigeria, Sierra Leone, the Gold 
Coast, Kenya Nyassaland, Northern and 
—" Rhodesia, Zanzibar and Mauri- 

jus. 

Some idea of the possibilities of these 
markets as seen by the British film pro- 
ducers is evidenced by the fact that 
Nigeria with 20 million inhabitants has 
no theater wired for sound film. 

British United Film Producers was 
formed two years ago with the approval 
and to a certain extent the financial 
suppcrt of the Colonial Office. It has 
been handicapped by inadequate fi- 
nances. but has managed to distribute 
about 2,000,000 feet of British film. 

According to published reports, British 
producers will spend spproximately $20,- 
000,000 in the production of talking pic- 
tures in 1934. Exclusive of the personnel 
employed in theaters the British motion 
picture industry in the current yeer will 
give employment to about 25,000 people. 

Two hundred films are ajJready 
planned for 1934, reports show. Gau- 
mont-British have the largest program, 
with 35 films costing $5,000,000 


Blizzard Responsible 
For Many Film Delays 


NEW YORK, March 3.—The two recent 
blizzards that struck the East put a 
crimp in film deliveries to rural districts 
and in many instances theaters in out- 
lying districts of Long Island and New 
England were without film for a week. 
Service has now resumed and unless 
another Nor’easter comes along all will 
be well. 

In several instances trucks spent hours 
in breaking a trail to small towns in or- 
der to get the films thru, and altho it 
seemed hopeless in many instances the 
films got thru. This is first time in years 
that there has been any delay in making 
film deliveries despite weather condi- 
tions. 


Bad News! 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Sena- 
tor Gore this week offered an 
amendment to the proposed tax 
bill to place an 80 per cent tax on 
all incomes over $75,000 per year. 
The resolution came about after 
the list of incomes was released by 
President Roosevelt. 

There is every reason to believe 
that the amendment will carry, as 
there is considerable heat displayed 
by Senators who have scanned the 
lists of incomes of executives whose 
chief contribution to the industries 
they represent has been to travel 
to California and Florida and polish 
the seats of swivel chairs. 


Gore Brothers Sell 
Los Angeles Houses 


LOS ANGELES, March 3.—After 20 
years of theater operating in downtown 
Los Angeles, the Gore Brothers, Abe and 
Mike, have sold their seven houses on 
Spring and Main streets to Harry Popkin, 
and will retire from active theater man- 
agement. 

Houses sold are the Burbank, Regent, 
Optic, Art, Lyceum, Moon and Lark. In 
taking the houses over Popkin states he 
expects to spend between $20,000 and 
$25,000 on immediate repairs and altera- 
tions. 

Gore brothers were the first to operate 
picture houses on Main street and for 
the last 20 years have been important 
factors in theater circles in the West. 


Half of Theaters 
Using Dual Bills 


NEW YORK, March 3.—At a meeting 
of the Federation of Motion Picture In- 
dustry, held this week, Harry Thomas, 
president, acknowledged a letter from 
the independent producers, and the or- 
ganization went on record as favoring 
anything that would benefit the indie 
producers and distributors.

York have started suit here for posses- 
sion of the sound equipment in their 
theaters. The plaintiffs demand an ac- 
counting of alleged overpayments un- 
der leasehold agreements under which 
the sound equipment is operated. 

The theater owners demand a refund 
on their payments of service and replace- 
ments, charging excessive payments. The 
theaters number 60 and comprise the 
independent houses of the city. 

The suit is against American Tele- 
phone Company, Western Electric and 
Electrical Research Products Company.

The plaintiffs contend that since the 
Major producing companies use this 
sound recording equipment to make pic- 
tures, it is necessary for the theaters to 
use the same equipment for reproducing 
sound, and this in itseJf is a monopoly. 

The defendants do not sell equipment 
but lease it to theaters and make a 
charge for servicing as well as for re- 
placements and the exhibs feel that 
they have been overcharged all around. 

No date has been set for a hearing of 
the case, but it will be watched with 
interest by exhibitors thruout the coun- 
try, < it affects every house that is using 
sound.

George Arliss adds a truly great im- 
perscnation to his gallery of outstanding 
film portraits.

NEW YORK, March 3.—The case of 
the 10 performers pinched for en “inde- 
cent performance” at the Irving Place 
February 10 came up in Magistrate’s 
Court Thursday and, after the per- 
formers’ attorney waived examination, 
was put on the Special Sessions calendar. 

Abner Rubien, attorney for the ner- 
formers, asked Magistrate H. Stanley 
Renaud for a dismissal of the charges 
on the ground that the Post Amendment 
to the Wales Law excludes performers 
from arrest in “indecent performance” 
raids. The magistrate, however, denied 
the motion for a dismissal, pointing out 
that the law would apply only to per- 
formers in an “indecent” show who were 
not actually engaged in the “indecent” 
bit. The performers and Abe Potal, 
manager of the theater, were originally 
arrested on charges of violating Section 
960A of the Penal Law (indecent per- 
formances). 

Rubien says he intends to transfer 
the case to Genera] Session Court so 
that it covld be tried by a jury. He says 
the interpretation of the Post Amend- 
ment is at stake and that he wants to 
“test the quesion of law so far as the 
performer is concerned.” 

The performers’ bail of $100 each is 
continued. The performers are Ruth 
Rose, Mickey Markwood, John Cook, 
Floyd Hallicey, Bert Morton, Marty and 
Nancy Bohan, Margie Hart, June St. 
Clair and Ruth Tieper.

reliable second-hand observations 

of the various hearings and con- 
ferences in connection with the formula- 
tion and, later, the proposed revision 
of the vaude section of the motion pic- 
ture code, one startling lack stands out 
in bold relief. If Division Administra- 
tor Rosenblatt and Deputy Administra- 
tor Farnsworth have not up until now 
been aware of this there is an excellent 
opportunity during the nation-wide con- 
ference on codes of about 500 industries 
called by General Johnson to give this 
item its deserved attention. We have 
in mind the virtual elimination from 
discussions of the vaude application of 
one of the guiding principles of the 
National Industrial Recovery Act, this 
being the obligation of circuits to open 
more theaters to flesh. 


It has been widely exploited as pert 
of President Roosevelt’s constructive 
propaganda in behalf of his recovery pro- 
gram that the codifiers are seeking to 
open up new channels of employment 
as well as revivify old ones that have 
fallen into disuse as a result of the de- 
pressicn. In the exhibition branch of 
the motion picture industry the channel 
for the employment of the stage crafts- 
men, musicians and actors is the mass 
formation of theaters using stage at- 
tractions. It is only thru the opening 
of theaters—in reality the reopening of 
theaters—that any kind of progress will 
be achieved along the lines of emplcy- 
ment in this brarch. One need rot be 
@ tcasoned showman to see this truth. 
Sol Rosenblatt has seen thru countless 
other csoteric features of the show busi- 
ness in his generally fine work in con- 
nection with amusement industry codes. 
His X-ray eyes should pierce this one 
without a squint. 


GS raimne up our personal and 


We were sardonically amused watching 
the efficacious manner in which the cir- 
cuit representatives at the various hear- 
ings waved aside the all-important issue 
of what should be done about reopening 
theaters. Several times, in Washington 
and New York, courageous spokesmer for 
labor suggested the reopening of flesh 
houses as the panacea for the unempl!oy- 
ment disease. They were etther ignored 
politely and with incomparable ef- 
fectiveness or were yelled down as only 
experienced home-office button-pushers 
can do. 

Circuits are not at all disposed toward 
taking back white elephants into their 
zoos. The NRA has not yet (we seem 
to speak as if there is still plenty of 
time) asserted itself by getting the cir- 
cuit heads together for a confab on how 
theaters can be reopened. We don’t 
doubt in the least the desire of the ad- 
ministrators not only to be fair but to 
follow out the spirit of the act that 
breught General Johnson’s NRA army 
into being. In this matter the circuits 
either succeeded via smart maneuvering 
in blotting out a vital issue because 
their heads lack the courage to give a 
second thought to an idea that dces not 
too obviously benefit them or the ad- 
ministrators have not been wisely ad- 
vised. 

The various regulatory measures that 
bave been written into the vaude code 
are concerned with the existing situa- 
tion. There is no signpost to the goal: 
the creation of new fields of employ- 
ment. Granting, only for argument’s 
sake, that the actor and his fellow em- 
ployees in the vaude industry are given 
a fair break in the matter of conditions 
how, we ask, is this going to help the 
unemployed actors, musicians and stage- 
hands? When a man is starving only 
food will save him. In an industry that 
has sunk a5 low economically as vaude- 
ville offly thru lack of playing time, the 
only cure is the restoration of that play- 
ing time. 

a + * 

We don’t exnect actors to flock to 
telegraph offices to send messages to 
the NRA calling its attenticn to the 
need of more playing time; challenging 
the boys on the other side of the fence 
to prove that an artificial extension of 
playing time will not sotve mcst of the 
problems connected with vaude unem- 


pleyment. We have no hopes of this be- 
ing done because we have only to refer 
to our past experience to see how ig- 
nobly actors as a group have responded 
before. But we hope that the NRA will 
not permit this angle to go unheeded. 
Let it, at least, be given a trial by im- 
partial judges. 
* * * 

Another deplorable feature of the 
amusement industry’s relation to the 
alphabet soup forces in Washington is 
its almost complete snubbing in the 
matter of receiving Government funds 
for unemployment relief. Various in- 
dustries have received grants which have 
worked wonders from the standpoint of 
putting artisans to work who have been 
kept away from their benches for years. 
The only grants affecting the show busi- 
ness that have materialized are the tid- 
bits from the CWA for the financing of 
orchestras in New York, Philadelphia 
and Denver and the handful of CWA 
plays cast by Equity for presentation in 
public schools. Evidently the unem- 
ployed of the show business will not get 
their share of the recovery melon unless 
a howl is raised that is heard from Coast 
to Coast and reverberating in the halls 
of the Departments of Commerce and 
Interior. As to who is going to do the 
howling, that is up to the various organ- 
izations that have gone to bat on occa- 
sion but with not enough frequency or 
intensity to hit the ball further than 
the home plate. 


ADIO has made fortunes for erst- 
while nobodies. It has also brought 
back into the limelight personalities 

whose best days were believed to have 
been buried in the dead past. This mis- 
chievous baby industry has also played 
havoc with practically every other 
branch of the show business. Radio 
didn’t join the company of other amuse-

ment branches like a courtly gentleman; 
quiet, unobtrusive and with considera- 
tion for the feelings of the others in the 
assemblage. Radio burst into the arena 
with a fanfare of static, a jostling of 
fixtures whom one dared rot disturb in 
the days of showmanly chivalry and— 
finally—an open challenge to the whole 
company that they can go to the nether 
regions and stay there as far as radio 
is concerned. That’s the ricture, and 
thus will it be, we fear, until Uncle Sam 
does scmething to make the baby bandit 
behave himself. 

The man is crazy who thinks he can 
get anywhere by trying to keep radio 
from making mechanical and amuse- 
ment progress. This would hurt the 
show business—as it exists today—more 
than it would help. But those who 
would have radio kept within bounds 
along the lines of fair competition are 
hitting off in the right cirection. We 
believe that they will eventually succeed. 
Radio’s free shows, about which we take 
pride now in announcing we were the 
first to comment, are’ not bad in them- 
selves; that is, not quite as bad as the 
infuriated theater men would have us 
believe. But they are dangerous because 
they are a step removed from radid 
Shows operating in open competition to 
pure flesh shows. When this happens it 
will not mean the doom of show busi- 
ness, but there will be plenty of genuine 
heacaches end business failures

with the box office in mind we will have 
before us the spectacle of an amusement 
branch that takes from «ll and gives 
to comparatively few. Radio—as repre- 
sented by the major chains—tekes from 
the sponsor; takes from the actor and

The year 1893, during the Chicago 
World’s Fair, the Buffalo Bill Show was 
located across the way from the World’s 
Fair grounds, 63d and Stony Island 
avenue. Their success was so phenome- 
nal during the fair that after the closing 
of the show they decided to go to New 
York for the summer of 1894. So they 
went to Brooklyn. I was with the “Bill” 
show with an Arab troupe under man- 
agement of Hadji Tahar. In the fall, 
while the show was still in Brooklyn, 
Mr. Tahar sent me with another troupe 
to St. Louis to join the Otto Smith 
carnival there. When I arrived in St. 
Louis I saw a representation of the Mid- 
way Plaisance as near the original as 
could be. Smith had plenty of shows 
of beautiful appearance, and I believe if 
the carnival companies had kept it the 
same the — would be just as good 
now as it was then. 

Here is the iineup of Smith’s show as 
Iremember it: As you entered the mid- 
Way first came the Dahomian Village, 
with at least 30 people; Akoun’s Streets 
of Cairo, with camels and about 25 peo- 
ple; Francis Ferari’s Noah’s Ark, where 
I first saw the untamable lion act (Wal- 
lace); Patzi Flanagan’s Irish Village; 
Helen Conger’s (Dolly Lyons’ Sister) iiv- 
ing models; Madame Carina’s Persian 
Theater; illusion show, operated by an 
old lady everyone called Mama; Turkish 
Theater, featuring Greek Fatima anéd 
Nazira; German Village, where they were 
serving beer and giving a good stage 
show; Algerian Theater, featuring 
Princess Lala and managed by the 
writer. There were several more attrac- 
tions I cannot remember. 

As I have already stated, it was as 
good a carnival ageregation as was ever 
gctten together. Outside of a few shows 
owned and operated by Mr. Smith him- 
self, most of the attractions were 
operated by independent showmen. The 
show, all in all, was a big success. After 
St. Louis we split into two units. One 
went to Mobile, Ala., the other to New 
Orleans, and I was one of the unfor- 
tunate ones who went to New Orleans, 
where Smith had a location for his show 
in one of the best residential sections 
of the city. There disaster came. The 
residents obtained an injunction, the 


show could nct be operated and it dis- 
banded there. Smith went east. The 
fcilowing year, 1895, Smith started again. 
I was not there, but Gabriel and Charles 
DeKreko were. I understand the show 
was not as large as the one in St. Louis, 
but was a g0od organization. 

Now in regard to other carnival 
companies. Mr. Rice has given you the 
cutline. Charter Carnival Company 
and the Gaskill Carnival Company 
started in 1897. Charter quit the game 
after a short time but Gaskill kept it 
up. In 1899 DeKreko Brothers, with an 
Oriental show, after traveling the West- 
ern hemisphere, went to Salt Lake City, 
Utah, for the summer. They located at 
the Salt Palace, which was promoted by 
Frank Talbot. Tere, too, P. J. Mundy 
brought his animal show as a free at- 
traction. He had purchased the show 
from Bostock, who had zoos around New 
York. At the end of the Salt Palace 
season the DeKreko & Mundy carnival 
was organized, Jumped from Salt Lake 
City to Wichita, Kan.; then to Guthrie, 
Okla.; San Antonio, and from there Into 
Old Mexico. After staying a few weeks 
in Mexico Mundy returned to the United 
States with his animal show and we 
went into the interior of Mexico. When 
We came back Mundy and Gaskill had 
combined. Bostock and Ferari combined 


‘in 1899 and opered in Brooklyn. From 


there they Jumped to Richmond, I be- 
lieve, and there disbanded. I give credit 
to each of the carnival companies I have 
mentioned. Each had shows of merit 
and all made a gvuod appearance. 

Mr. Taylor's article says carnival com- 
panies never had easy sailing. I do not 
agree with him on this. I know it to 
be a fact that the shows I have men- 
tioned got bonuses and guarantees at 
most of the places they showed. Elks’ 
lodges got hold of carnival ideas and 
shows were booked under their auspices, 
making plenty of money for the lodges. 
So I cannot see why it was not easy 
sailing. Yet I believe today if the major 
carnival companies give encouragement 
to independent show people they can 
build up as good aggregations as they 
used to be and will be welcome in any 
town. 

But the trouble is they will not try 
anything new, nor will they try to 
change their ways and tactics,-and they 
expect, without decent, meritorious 
shows, to have easy sailing. Can you 
show me a Carnival that has brought out 
anything new? What is the difference 
for any fair what carnival they book? 
They are all alike. If the carnivals 
would change, have interesting and 
novel shows and something behind every 
front, wouldn’t they be in demand? 
What the carnival needs is meritorious 
fronts and legitimate concessions.

The gang always come 
to see me when they hit our little 
city, and if it chances they have a cal- 
licpe with plenty of steam I simply 
jump it and raise billy hell, but not 
the sweet wind kind!

Butcher Boys = john Barton, as 


Mr. Bush states, 
was also. He was part owner, to my 
knowledge, of three circuses later.. The 
Luella Forepaugh-Fish Circus’ that 
opened in St. Louis, Mo., in 1904, a beau- 
tiful 30-car show. Later he owned the 
Wyoming Wild Bill West, purchased 
from Welch Bros. Then the Barton & 
Bailey Circus. John (Blue Jay) 
Derham was a partner for a time with 
Martin Downs in the famous Cole Bros.’ 
Circus, as fine a 30-car show as ever 
went over the rails. Blue Jay also 
served his epprenticeship as a butcher. 

Then there was Walter McGinley, who 
started his career as a butcher with 
Teets Bros., a small wagon show that 
toured the South, principally Alabama. 
McGinley became an oil magnate in 
California. He died, leaving an estate 
of more than $3,000,000. 

Then do not forget that Jerry Mugi- 
van was also a butcher. Jerry started 
his career a very young boy Out of St. 
Louis as a railroad butcher. He worked 
en the old Iron Mountain Railroad (now 
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the Missouri Pacific) from St. Louis to 
Texarkana; then on the Frisco from St. 
Louis to Monette, Mo.; then on the Wa- 
bash to Moberly, Mo. The old fellow 
that managed the office in St. Lovis 
that Jerry worked for was named Mc- 
Kevir. 

Jerry’s first experience with a circus 
was with Joe McMahon in Denver in 
1892. He came on as a butcher. But 
John Talbot, who had the management 
of tickets, prevailed on him to go to 
work for him, which he did, and every- 
one knows how Jerry forged to the front. 

Yes, butchers as a rule made good 
business men. They learned the art of 
salesmanship and they knew humans. 
Being thrown in contact daily with dif- 
ferent people they soon learned their 
likes and dislikes and knowing these 
things made them wonderful business 
men.

I am sure I remember it, for 
I was with it. Yes, those wonderful 
koys, Joe Conley and George Dorman, 
and a host of other bright lights were 
with the marvelous Col. Gaskill. 

It was in 1899 that he launched on 
the steam cars, and Chillicothe, O., was 
the initial spot, in May, 1899, under the 
Elks. It rained, I believe, four days and 
nights. The last two days were clear. 
The people came in masses. So huge 
were the crowds that tickets could not 
be sold. Doorkeepers just took the 
money, wadding their pockets and their 
sleeves. And Gaskill went away from 
there with $10,000 profit. 

W. H. (Bill) Rice is right about 
Charter Bros., also of Canton, O., start- 
ing the second big carnival. Bostock 
came third. Al G. Field got Gaskill in 
Columbus, O., under the Elks, not Vic 
Levitt. Some of the Levitt-Ferari con- 
tingent were on the midway, made the 
spot. Midway receipts that week totaled 
more than %654,000. Merry-Go-Round 
was 5 cents and Ferris Wheel the same. 
Most of the shows were only 10 cents. 
The free acts were the greatest money 
could engage. “Them were the days!”

Eddie Gallagher, judge; Cy Perkins, 
mayor; H. E. Bert, master painter; Dutch 
Gibler, master carpenter; Doc Hall, land- 
scape gardener.

BOSTON, March 3.—Upholding the 


original intention of the NRA as ex- 


by President Roosevelt, but criticizing procrastinating officials connected 
with national industrial codification, Frank W. Darling, president of the National 
Association of Amusement Parks and director of the Observation Roof in Rocke- 
feller Center, New York, denounced the “boy lawyers” of the administration for 


delaying the code relative to the park, pool and beach industry. 


Mr. Darling 


spoke on Tuesday before delegates and affiliates attending the sixth annual con- 


vention of the New England Section of 
NAAP in the Manger Hotel, which con- 
cluded on Wednesday with a lively busi- 
ness session. 

President Darling apparently took his 
cue from NRA Administrator General 
Johnson, who is inviting criticism from 
the 500 or more industries already func- 
tioning under codes. He launched a 
bitter attack against NRA attaches, in- 
cluding the “militaristic head, the boy 
lawyers and the political appointments.” 

“It is almost impossible,” he said, “to 
get anything accomplished, especially 
when you work with men who lack 
knowledge of trade associations.” 


Objections Come In 


He scored “the dilly-dallying tactics 
practiced in Washington at present, and 
their unpreparedness and unpromptness 
are ruining NRA thruout the nation, our 
own field being an example.” 

He found his experience with the legal 
department as chairman of the NAAP 
Code Committee “disheartening,” and 
then reviewed the several months of 
postponement from December 9-14 to 
March 2-13, the current date for the 
hearing. 

“We're getting nearer our season and 
@ code has not yet been adopted. I see 
no chance of a code going into effect 
before late in the spring. Our code has 
not changed materially from our original 
draft. 

“Your committee received but 113 
answers of 1,000 letters sent out. This 
does not speak well for our industry. 
Four hundred objections came in. All 
of them, with one exception, were from

John T. Benson can see more of the 
news value of wild animals than any 
cther dealer America has ever known. 
When David Starr Jordan came to Bos- 
ton to study zoology under the master, 
Agassiz, he was asked to observe a fish 
for three whole days and write all he 
could see and know of the fish. He 
really thought he saw everything about 
a fish that could be observed. 

His great teacher showed him that 
in three days of faithful work he had 
only acquired a superficial knowledge of 
the fish. He was then told by the eml- 
nent naturalist what there was to be 
seen of a fish by the unaided eye. His 
teacher knew fish because he had lived 
with them. Benson has caught this 
spirit. He can tell us things we never 
even dreamed about animals. 

This gives him national publicity that 
no wild animal farm could afford to buy. 
Why cannot each of us know our call- 
ing as well? We may not all forgive 
John for making a bootlegger out of an 
elephant.

The result is that we bathing suit man- 
ufacturers have to make almost as many 
pool and beach designs as we do for 
individual suits.”

GREAT FALLS, Mont., March 3.—New 
dates for fourth annual North Montana 
Fair, August 6-12, advanced about two 
weeks from those of the 1932 and 1933 
fairs, place the exhibition in a natural 
tieup with the Canadian A fair circuit 
and the rodeo circuit of South Dakota, 
Wyoming, Calgary and Montana. 


Circuiting with Canadian A fairs this 
year brings to North Montana Fair a 
larger exhibit of live stock, better race 
horses and more elaborate entertain- 
ment, officials said. 


There will be six days of running races, 
August 6-11, and on afternoon of August 
12 professional automobile racing, with 
Sig Haugdahl, world champion dirt-track 
driver, and other internationally known 
drivers. Some of the nation’s best bronk 
riders will be seen in action here as a 
result of a tieup with the rodeo circuit, 
which starts in Belle Fourche, S. D., on 
July 2. 


Office Building Next 


Dates were advanced because of neces- 
sity of circuiting with Canada and the 
big rodeos, officials explained. It also 
provides entertainment features at a sav- 
ing in cost. The board believes the fair 
may get a better weather break and 
avoid possibilities of inundation, such as 
experienced last -year and in 1932. 
Earlier dates also will work to advantage 
of farmers. 


A new administration building will be 
two stories high, located just west of the 
varied exhibits building and will be 30 
feet wide and 40 feet long.

On Public Competition 


Mr. Darling cited the following ob- 
stacles with relation to code adoption: 

1. We are expected to comply with 
the restaurant code but have had no 
representation in the making of it. 

2. The code, if adopted, will come too 
late to function this season. We will 
recommend that it become effective on 
November 1, or, in other words, not 
operative till 1935. 

3. Financing by the government of 
beaches and public recreation parks. We 
cannot compete with beaches and pools 
put up by public money unless they 
comply with the code, from which they 
are presently exempt.

gricultural Conditions 


Condensed Data From February Summary by U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 


LESSENING STOCKS 

The condition of winter grain is re- 
ported as fair to good thruout most of 
the Eastern wheat belt, but in the 
Western plains area, from Texas north- 
ward, wheat is in poor shape, Handi- 
capped by lack of moisture from the 
start, it has suffered from severe cold 
waves without adequate snow cover. 

The December export of wheat showed 
a considerable increase over the previous 
month, but remains a small figure in 
comparison with most other recent years. 
The December export figures were tike- 
wise small for pork products and fell 
off somewhat 1n the case of cotton; but 
the outward movement of tobacco and 
apples wss comparatively large. This 
movement of apples is reflected in the 
reduced cold-storage holdings. 

Other items revealed by the cold- 
storage figures are heavy stocks of pork, 
lard and butter, smaller than average 
supplies of eggs, Jamb and mutton and 
not far from an average stock of beef. 
The total supply of meats in cold storage 
is slightly above average, altho it is con- 
siderably larger than that of a year ago. 

Farm wages have shown a. usual 
tendency to decline this winter, but are 
slightly higher than a year ago. The 
average wage being paid to hired men on 
farms January 1, over the country as a 
whole, was $2490 a month without 


board, compared with $23.62 a year pre- 
vious. 


PRICES ARE RISING 


The position of most live-stock raisers 
continues to be a difficult one. The 
number of cattle on feed in the corn 
belt January 1 was 8.5 per cent smaller 
than a year ago. The number of lambs 
(including sheep) on feed in the prin- 
cipal feeding States is about 13 per cent 
smaller than a year ago. 


Stocks of grain on farms are the 
smallest in many years. Advancing corn 
prices have added to the problems of 
the feeders. The corn-hog price ratio, 
for example, declined to a very low figure 
last month when corn went to new high 
levels despite large market stocks and 
relatively heavy receipts at the princi: 
markets. a 

Prices of the chief crops show a strik- 
ing advance over a year ago, Corn has 
risen from an average farm price of 19 
cents a bushel a year ago to 44 cents 
this January, wheat from 33 cents to 69 
cents, cotton from 5.6 cents a pound to 
10.3 cents, oats from 13.4 cents a bushel 
to 32 cents and potatoes from 37.4 cents 
to 77 cents. Live-stock products have 
not shown much rise, except for wool. 
There has been a significant advance in 
prices of horses and mules, however. 
The Southern mule market is the strong- 
est in years. The general index of prices 
of all farm products has advanced from 
51 a year ago to 70 the past month, pre- 
war average representing 100. In other 
words, prices of farm products as a 
whole have advanced about 37 per cent 
in the year.

Here’s another foreign slant of in- 
terest to showmen, managers of fairs 
and concessioners. Over in England 
they have their concession problems 
too. We read in The World’s Fair, 
English amusement weekly, that the 
Fair Bill to legalize and regularize the 
giving of prizes, other than money 
awards, at fairs has been presented in 
the House of Commons. Over there 
they take their booths more seriously 
than we do here. If you talked of Con- 
gressional or State legislative action 
on these shores, you're marked plumb 
nuts. Yet a concession bill comes be- 
fore that august body called the House 

Commons. The bill, we learn, is de- 
signed to legalize games and contests 
at fairs and other places “where the 


prizes awarded are not money prizes, 


but prizes in kind, such as chocolate, 
toffees, dolis and useful articles for the 
home.” game is defined as “any 
game or competition at or in which no 
player or competitor can in any event 
win any money, article or thing from 
any other player or competitor, or any 
money, article or thing other than a 
prize from the person conducting such 
game or competition, and for permis- 
sion to take part in which no player or 
competitor is charged any sum exceed- 
ing 6d” (about 12 cents in American 
money). Over here we call it “legiti- 
mate concessions only,” but don’t take 
time out to define the system. The 


point is that a legitimate concession, if 


it is so, should be legalized. It is up 


to interested persons or groups to 


propagandize for it. -

Mr. Darling's views are ex- 
pressed in a special story in the park 
department of this issue, and one of the 
most important points he made was that 
the government is practically setting up 
businesses competitive to the park, pool 
and beach business—and with money 
which may be said to be contributed, in 
pert. by amusement interests in New 
England concerned with New England 
amusement enterprises. 

Maybe it is okeh for the government 
to subsidize civic projects intended for 
public recreational purposes, but there's 
a joker. The joker is that the public 
projects in question are exempt from 
cecmplying with the proposed code for 
the park, pool and beach industry. By 
so doing the government, rather than 
helping industry as set forth bv NRAism, 
will ruin it, for this kind of co.apetition 
is not competition at all. It is a 
monopoly of the weirdest variety, 
furthered and encouraged by a govern- 
ment which seeks to bring about codes 
of fair competition and fair play. Public 
projects which in the least way compete 
with commercial enterprises should be 
subject to the same terms and regula- 
tions. 

For too long now municipal swimming 
pools in many parts of the country have 
been tax exempt. However, we up 
this phase because it is municipal opera- 
tion; without, however, approving the 
setup. But here is a case where the 
federal government follows the same® 
line of reasoning, and goes even further 
by exempting the projects it fathers 
from opérating under_minimum wages 
and maximum hotrs. We'd give @ 
nickel to know on what kind logic, 
ethical or financial, this scheme is based. 

The Section passed a resolution sug- 
gested by Mr. Darling venting its dis- 
approval of government help under the 
conditions named, and a copy of the 
resOlution was sent to General Johnson, 
NRA administrator. It was the only wise 
course for the Section to pursue, and 
if no satisfaction is gained the chances 
are that the parent association, if it has 
not already done so, will broach the 
question to the Administration,

(Editor’s Note: Billy Finkle, now in business at an Eastern city, was formerly 
an entertainer—billed as “Charlie Chaplin’s Double”—with various kinds of theat- 
rical and outdoor shows, including medicine oprys. Because of its length, his story 


will appear in Pipes in serial form.) 


F BY some magic formula we could turn back the calendar 300 years and were 
transported to London, England, we would have the pleasure of meeting one of 


the early aces of Pitchdom, a pitchman whose lectures were re 


in books 


of his day and copies of which are preserved in the British Museum as typical of 
street scenes of those days. Stories of his activities, his tact and diplomacy are 
indeed interesting. On his passing a ballad was written and sung on the streets of 


London, In a book, Quacks of Old London, by C 


Jack Edwards, the subject of this article, 

was extremely versatile, as he combined’ 
the callings of pitchman, ballad singer, 
entertainer and horse doctor, and in ad- 
dition was one of the forerunners of 
the modern master of ceremonies. 

As a prominent member of his pro- 
fession it often fell to his lot to intro- 
duce traveling pitchmen (all lines) from 
his platform. As the people of his day 
were especially impressed by anything of 
“foreign origin,” the traveling pitch- 
men would advertise themselves as either 
a French, German or Italian doctor, the 
most popular being the German doctors, 
as Germany was supposed to be the seat 
of medical knowledge. It was also the 
custom to team up with a pitchman in 
whose district they were working and 
have him introduce them. 

We find that Jack Edwards in his in- 
troductions usually made the speech 
with his tongue in his cheek. Instead 
of eulogizing, he spoke in a satirical 
vein, as the following speech from the 
archives of the British Museum 
certify: “Gentlemen—Tho I am an Eng- 
lish fool, yet my master has the honor 
to be a high German physician who, in 
his travels around the universe, has 
cured 12 foreign ministers of state of 
those twin plagues, bribery and in- 
fidelity; six kinds of a tyrannical agg 
the whole conclave of om ean ee. 
pride, laziness and hypocrisy,” etc., 
and the present Pope of the anti: 
Ye nage Evil.

Chamberlin, Noted Ace, Launches 
Park at New York Holmesdrome 


NEW YORK, March 3.—The airport- 
amusement park setup has been talked 
about for years as the new and coming 
thing in parkdom, but the movement 
has received little encouragement on the 
part of moneyed interests and others. 
Along comes E. H. Holmes, of the 
Holmes Airport Garden, Inc., Jackson 
Heights, L. L, with a definite plan in 
view for such an attraction framework 
in a section of New York which The 
Billboard itself has called attention to 
frequently in the last two years as an 
ideal setting for open-air amusements 
on a large scale.

Trial Told at Meeting 


Manufacturers and committee of operators meet fol- 
lowing annual convention—many problems discussed 
—Fred Mann tells of hearing radio broadcast 


e 
CHICAGO, March 3.—Problem of co-operation between manufacturers of coin 
machines and operators of these devices was discussed from many angles at a call 
meeting at the Hotel Sherman, Sunday afternoon, February 25. The session was an 
aftermath of the annual convention here and was an adjournment from the annual 
meeting of the Coin Machine Manufacturers’ Association meeting during the con- 


vention. The Automatic Merchandisers’ 
organization for operators and jobbers, 


Hassel and T. A. Keppler, a committee 
appointed to discuss plans with the 
manufacturers. Mr. Keppler was asked to 
present any suggestions the operators 
might wish to offer. He described the 
highly competitive amusement situation 
in New York as an example of situations 
demanding a solution, and then sug- 
gested that plans of action should come 
from the manufacturers. 


Fred Mann, head of the Chicago or- 
ganized operators and also elected presi- 
dent of the new national AMA, aroused 
considerable interest when he described 
the possible effects on public sentiment 
of the radio broadcast, on February 23, 
when Mayor LaGuardia was a ong 
in a dramatic program as sitting as 
judge in the trial of a fer wipe Binet 
amusement machine. Such publicity 
mitigated against the progressive and 
legitimate interests of the coin-machine 
trade, Mr. Mann stated, and he stressed 
also that this radio program would have 
far-reaching effects. 

Several manufacturers stated personal 
views concerning the present trade situa- 
tion. Lee S. Jones, president of the 
CMMA, said he was not prepared to 
make an official statement since no 
meeting of the organization had been 
held to pass on any plans. Sam Wolberg, 
of Chicago Coin Machine Company, and 
Dave Gensburg, Genco, Inc., expressed 
their frank views of the many complex 
problems facing the trade and also as- 
sured the operators that manufacturers 
were fully aware of the situation and 
that full co-operation would be ex- 
tended. 

Frank discussion of the distinctions 
between skill games and games of chance 
was a feature of the meeting. Walter A. 
Tratsch, head of A. B. T. Manufacturing 
Company, stated that operators have 
been too easily attracted by the big 
earnings to be made by games of chance. 
Let operators of skill games divorce 
themselves from slot machines, he said, 
and also learn to be content with the 
smaller but more steady earnings of the 
skill games. 

Committee conferences were held fol- 
lowing the general session, but no an- 
nouncements were released to the press. 


Bill Revised 

NEWARK, N. J., March 3.—Early in 
February the New Jersey Automatic 
Merchandisers’ Association, 1125 Broad 
street, secured the return of a bill to the 
Senate judiciary committee for correc- 
tion. The bill was returned by the 
Republican majority leader who intro- 
duced the bill. 

The association, thru its representa- 
tives, had requested that the bill be 
changed. Under the present provisions, 
they argued, the bill would prohibit 
many types of amusement machines and 
also telephones. A companion bill which 
provided a $500 fine for players of slot 
machines is considered dead for the 
present session because of the opposition 
of a majority of the Senate members.

Sales Tax Move 
Is Spreading 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 3.—The sales 
tax movement gained impetus during 
the national tax conference recently 
held here. Representatives of 19 States 
are reported to have appreved a manu- 
facturer’s sales tax in principle. Also 
Tesolutions were passed asking for fed- 
eral legislation which would make it 
possible for States to collect a retail 
sales tax on interstate goods coming 
into the State. Ten States represented 
already have a sales tax. 


Various States are also considering 
sales-tax measures at the present time. 
In Mississippi the question is up for 
making the sales tax permanent and 
retail merchants are fighting it hard. A 
new sales-tax drive is reported in New 
York State; also, New Jersey has a pro- 
posed bill for a 2 per cent tax. A sales- 
tax bill is up again in Kentucky, altho 
the bill was defeated in 1932 and in 
1933. Virginia is also considering a 2 
per cent tax.

Ten coin men attend Chi- 
cago convention, also ob- 
serve Mich. AMA methods 


DETROIT, March 3.—Organization of 
a coin machine operators and jobbers’ 
group in Canada is likely, according to 
statements made in Detroit last week 
Sam Schneider, of the Toronto Coin 
Macbine Agency, Toronto. 

Schneider headed a group of 10 orer- 
ators from Toronto and Canada to the 
Chicago convention.

City Hears

Mayor, city council and 
operators talk over tax 
ideas for machines 


{ALLENTOWN, Pa., March 3.—A friend- 
ly “give and take” policy between the 
mayor, city council members and op- 
erators of amusement machines was re- 
cently reported by The Allentown News, 
local paper. Operators of pin games, 
diggers and cranes and other skill de- 
vices are reported to have told the city 
council that they were perfectly willing 
to be licensed for the operation of ma- 
chines. There were a dozen operators 
present at the conference. 

Mayor Fred E. Lewis expleined that 
the city had been asked by District At- 
torney Diefenderfer tc co-operate with 
him in wiping out gambling machines, 
but had no definition in writing of what 
in the opinion of the ¢istrict attorney 
constitutes a gambling device and what 
a vending machine. He suggested that 
they obtain such a written definition 
from him and then turn it over to the 
city council which, in framing a li- 
cenring ordinance, would know how to 
differentiate between a vending ma- 
chine and that which is a device of 
chance. This they agreed to do. 

Charles J. Elkins, of this city, who 
operates the “iron claw” machines, told 
council that not only should the ma- 
chines be taxed but they ought to be 
trought before the police department 
and given a clean bill of health or con- 
demned as a gambling device. He con- 
tended that the “iron claw” machine was 
one requiring skill and gives full value 
for the money. He said that there had 
been no court decision against his ma- 
chine anywhere in the country. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the city should 
not Heenes a machine tf tt was to be 
placed near a school building. 

Mayor Lewis said that the city wants 
to license the machines not only for the 
revenue but so as they might be held in 
control.

Ruling Makes Location 
Responsible for Tax 


RALEIGH, N. C., March 3—A ruling 
issued in February by the Commissioner 
of Revenue decreed that the gross re- 
ceipts of vending machines, amusement 
machines and other automatic devices 
are subject to the State sales tax and 
that the tax must be paid by the mer- 
chant or firm on whose property these 
machines are located. 

The tax must be paid regardless of 
whether the machines are operated on a 
commission basis by the property owner 
or whether they are owned outright. 

Tt was indicated that the new order is 
aimed primarily at collecting the 3 per 
cent sales tax from hundreds of thou- 
Sands of nickels played in some ma- 
chines for which no merchandise is re- 
ceived and which so far have not been 
reported by operators of these machines. 
It is pointed out also that the merchant 
or owner of the vroperty where these 
machines are located is liable for the 
tax, rather than the owners of the ma- 
chines, since most of these machines 
are owned by a few large companies and 
leased to merchants om a commission 
basis. Thus the merchant on whose 
property these machines are operated 
must pay the tax and then make what 
adjustment he can vith the owners. 

The new ruling provides further that 
where such machines are operated in 
public places and not on private prop- 
erty the tax must be paid by the owners. 
It also points out that “vending-ma- 
chine companies and wholesalers selling 
merchandise by means of these machines 
are liable for the wholesale tax on the 
merchandise vended in such manner” as 
well as the regular 3 per cent retail sales 
tax. The wholesale tax is $12.50 semi- 
annually or $25 a year and one twenty- 
fifth of 1 per cent on gross sales. 


Small Business Heard 
In Code Sessions 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The coin- 
machine industry, made up largely of 
small firms and small business men, will 
derive comfort from the open hearings 
on the NRA opened here this week, in 
which it is assured that smal! business 
will be given greater consideration in 
the future. 

General Johrson listed 12 major points 
for improvement, one of which relates 
to financing the code authorities in the 
various industries. Since the financing 
of the codes will be of primary interest 
in both the manufacturers’ and the op- 
erators’ associations, point & in General 
Johnson’s p will be weighed: “A 
safe method of financing code admin- 
istration without racketeering and 
abuse.” |

Exports Gain 
In Past Year

Vending machines show 
biggest in exports to for- 
eign countries

WASHINGTON, March 3.—A substan- 
tial increase in both number and value of 
coin machines exported from the United 
States during 1933 as compared with 
1932 is reported by the Specialties 
Division, U. S. Department of Commerce, 
the figures of exports for the two years 
being as follows: 

In 1933, 25,125 machines of the value 
of $669,969; in 1932, 15,183 machines of 
the value of $584,004. The coin-oper- 
ated commodity vending machine group 
ranked first in the list with 4,976 ma- 
chines valued at $219,815, these figures 
representing an increase of 65 per cent 
over exports of 1932. 

A tremendous jump in the number of 
all other coin-operated machines ex- 
ported is shown by the report, altho the 
value of these groups was only slightly 
larger than for the preceding year. Scales 
and amusement machines, including the 
pin games, are included in this latter 

up. A further development, accord- 
ing to the department, is the increasing 
popularity of the new games of skill in- 
vented in the United States, where such 
machines have been given trials in 
foreign countries. 

Leading in the purchase of coin ma- 
chines from this country are the United 
Kingdom and Canada, France, however, 
as well as South Africa, Netherlands and 
the Philippine Islands, are taking sub- 
stantially increased quantities of the 
product. 


Foreign Affairs React 
On Coin Machine Trade 


CHICAGO, March 3. — The internal 
troubles recently reported in Paris have 
their reaction in the coin-machine trade, 
as in all other industries.

Foreign Trade Notes 

American hospitality to all foreign 
visitors reigned at the 1934 Coin Ma- 
chine Exposition as it has never pre- 
vailed before. Visitors from Canada 
have always shown up in creditable 
numbers. This year the trade welcomed 
a larger number from the lands south 
of the United States and also from 
Europe 


It has been announced that Czecho- 
slovakia will devalue its money, follow- 
ing the example of Uncle Sam. It will 
be the first to follow Mr. Roosevelt's 
step. While ve took a step of 40 per 
cent, they plan to go only a little more 
than 16 per cent. Czechoslovakia has 
taken big quantities of coin machines 
under special arrangements at one time 
or another. The country is not regarded 
as an open market, however. 


It is entirely possible that all this 
present unsettled condition in the 
money systems of the world may pave 
the way for a more unified coinage sys- 
tem by many nations. The coinage sys- 
tem in many countries is the chief 
obstacle to coin machines. One fact that 
will help toward a more unified system 
of coinage over the world is the fact that 
the British mint coins much of the 
metal money used by many of the coun- 
tries of Europe and Asia, and the United 
States mint coins much of the metal 
money used in the South American 
countries. 


As thie is -vyritten the newspapers carry 
screaming headlines of civil war in Aus- 
tria, and fear seems to have spread to 
many other countries. War in Europe 
may open up a market for munitions, 
foodstuffs, etc., but it is not calculated 
to extend the market for coin machines. 
The statements of an English visitor 
who was here last summer looking about 
coin machines is recalled as he described 
the war dread which hung over Europe 
and how it affected the trade relations 
of England even with the United States. 
The coin-machine trade wishes that our 
European neighbors may have peace, 


The reputation of D. Robbins & Com- 
pany, N2w York, has reached the thrifty 
denizens of France. A reader of The 
Billboard, operator in Paris, mailed Rob- 
bins an order for more than 50 pin 
gemes without so much as inquiring 
about prices. With the order came a 
deposit for $500. Robbins calls this a 
story for the book. 


Foreign Trade . 
Plans Weighed 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Much inter- 
est centers in the proposed plans of 
President Roosevelt for boosting foreign 
trade. Pearson and Allen, authors of 
the “Washington Merry-Go-Round,” syn- 
dicated newspaper column, give an out- 
line of the tentative plans which Mr, 
Roosevelt is said to be considering: 

1. The plan submitted by George Peek. 
Detailed to work on foreign trade after 
he left the AAA Peek has evolved a 
grandiose scheme for sales abroad. He 
would take the consular service away 
from the State Department, combine the 
personnel with foreign trade experts of 
the Commerce Department, also with 
parts of the Agriculture Department and 
erect a gigantic new department over 
which he would reign supreme. 

Much more important, however, is the 
method of operation—and with this gen- 
eral idea Roosevelt concurs. The plan 
is to establish a system of government 
buying. The United States, for instance, 
would agree to buy so many tons of flax- 
seed from Argentina. The amount would 
depend upon the flaxseed crop in the 
Northwest; also upon the commodities 
bought by Argentina from us. 

2. The second plan, that suggested by 
Secretary of State Hull, is essentially 
similar except on one point. The gaunt 
Tennessean does not relish being robbed 
of his consular service. The State De- 
partment, he thinks, can conduct this 
system of barter itself. 

3. Another plan has been evolved 
chiefly by representatives of General 
Motors. It provides for a central trading 
corporation in the hands of private com- 
panies. The principle remains essentially 
similar. 

4. The latest planners are Owen D. 
Young, of General Electric, and David 
Sarnoff, head of the Radio Corporation 
of America. They suggest a partnership 
between the government and big busi- 
ness in order to undertake the same 
principle of barter. Behind this pro- 
posal is the belief that any planned 
econcmy must have government control, 
but that the big export firms which will 
profit most should co-operate. Also the 
government cannot pay salaries high 
enough to attract export executives, they 
argue, while private business can. 

The President is now busy studying 
all four plans. Perhaps a combination 
of them may be the outcome. 

Trade first will be pushed with Russia 
and Latin America; if things work well, 
to other countries. The R. F. C. Bank for 
Foreign Trade is the first step in this 
direction, Credits will go to the manu- 
facturer rather than the purchaser. 
This should keep production stable, in- 
stead of spurting industry now, letting 
it drop later. 

One thing upon which Roosevelt in- 
sists is that the U. S. A. cannot sell 
unless it buys. This is one of the big 
bases upon which the State barter plan 
is being built. 


Mr. Adickes Visits in 


America During Show 

From the London firm of Scott, Adickes 
& Company, Ltd., comes the following 
interesting letter, dated January 24: 

“We would like to inform you that our 
vice-president, A. W. Adickes, is coming 
over to America again in order to negoti- 
ate for the purchase of quite a consider- 
able quantity of machines. 

“It might interest you to know that 
since Mr. Adickes returned from his last 
visit early in September we have sold for 
various American manufacturers a total 
amount of 9,000 machines in various 
European countries. We claim that this 
sales record of 9,000 American machines, 
representing a value of $250,000, in 4 
period of less than five months, is un- 
equaled in the business. What has con- 
tributed to this turnover is the fact that 
apart from our Paris offices, which cover 
Spanish, Italian and Swiss territory, we 
have added a number of agents to our 
staff, so that the chain of European 
countries is now complete. 

“Our president, Mr. Scott, would have 
liked to make the trip this time, but 
business keeps him here. In any case, 
Mr. Scott hopes to come to America 
this'year in order to reciprocate the visits 
of some of his friends.”

WASHINGTON, March 3.—A new policy for the application and enforcement 
of NRA codes was announced recently by General Johnson, which may offer a 
solution to the present situation in the formation and adoption of a code for 
operators of coin machines of various kinds. The new policy announced by Gen- 
eral Johnson is proposed to allow for local differences and conditions in various 
sections of the country, and the policy will probably also allow for a greater degree 


of self-rule for the industries concerned. 


ganizations have prepared codes for the 
operating industry, or a particular branch 
of the industry, and have submitted 
them to Washington.’ The general busi- 
ness of operating coin machines has not 
been represented by a national organiza- 
tion up to the presenf. The Automatic 
Merchandisers’ Association of Michigan 
has been working for several months 
under a code approved for their territory. 
The operators of cigaret vending ma- 
chines in California have also been op- 
erating under a tentative code for their 
territory. 

. Operators meeting in Chicago during 
the 1934 Coin Machine Exposition there 
prepared a tentative code for the op- 
erating business. Opinions of leaders in 
the operating field could not be obtained 
at this time as to whether the new 
policy announced by General Johnson 
would influence the plans for the final 
code. 

General Johnson outlined the new 
Policy as follows: 

“After several months of experience 
with business operations under codes and 
under the President re-employment 
agreement, we have arrived at the con- 
clusion that in many instances regional 
codes or Presidential agreements should 
be used to supplement national codes in 
order to foster fair competition and 
eliminate unfair competitive practices 
between local trade and service enter- 
prises. Most industries are organized na- 
tionally on a commodity basis, but 
service enterprises have less national in- 
tegration and organization, and respond 
to geographical rather than to commod- 
ity organization and administration. 
The following policy has therefore been 
formulated to carry out this conclusion:

“1. National codes of fair competition 
will in general be applied to those par- 
tially local trades and industries, such as 
retail stores and filling stations, which 
provide necessary outlets for productive 
enterprises of a national character. 

“2. Other classes of local trade and 
service enterprises. such as barber shops, 
laundries, building management, restau- 
rants and local transportation facilities, 
will be encouraged to organize them- 
selves for regional self-government and 
to adopt regional codes or agreements 
with the President, will entitle those 
signing and complying with the agree- 
ments to the blue eagle insignia. 

“3. In order to carry out such a pro- 
gram, a national code or agreement inay 
be prepared and approved after the cus- 
tomary public hearing, as the basis for 
local trade agreements with the Presi- 
dent. 

“Such a national code or agreement, 
with acceptable adaptations to local con- 
ditions, may be approved for a specific 
region when a truly representative as- 
sociation of the members of a trade or 
industry in that region in proposing it. 

“4. A regional agreement committee 
should be organized to establish and en- 
force such an agreement locally. The 
policing of the agreement should be 
primarily in the hands of this regional 
committee, subject to the general super- 
vision of a representative national com- 
mittee of the trade or industry, if such a 
committee is established, and to the 
ultimate supervision of the NRA. 

“The Blue Eagle will, of course, be de- 
nied to any member of the trade or in- 
dustry who does not comply with the 
agreement. 

“5. State legislation should be en- 
couraged to give additional sanctions to 
agreements regionally for regional trades 
and industries, and to aid in the local 
application and enforcement of the re- 
quirements of federal codes, with the 
purpose of promoting harmonious stand- 
ards of fair competition in enterprises 
er of a regional or national char- 
acter 


National Interest Paramount 


“6. It will be the purpose of the NRA 
to maintain the standards of fair com- 
petition prescribed in federal codes to 
the full extent of the national interest 
and to supplement the application of 
such standards thru regional agreements, 
imposing consistent standards but provid- 
ing for the application of the principles 
of local self-government to the deter- 
mination of essentially local problems. 
It is recognized that in the development 
of a program of industrial self-govern- 
ment, while national industries must be 
organized nationally, we may wisely fol- 
low the theories underlying the organiza- 
tion of our Federal Union of self-govern- 
ing States, utilizing national organiza- 
tions and national standards where they 
are nationally applicable, and providing 
in a practical manner for local control 
of local affairs. 

“This announcement is made as a 
statement of a general policy and not as 
the determination of any specific prob- 
lem; and the policy will be applied with 
the flexibility which is necessary to ob- 
tain and to merit the co-operation of 
business men in promoting the objects 
of the national industrial recovery act.”

alleged in the answer of the named de-

as the same are described and operated 
and displayed in accordance with the 
allegations of the plaintiff's bill as fol- 
lows: “The amusement device is con- 
structed as an ornamental piece of fur- 
niture, sometimes including a radio set, 
and consis‘s of a cabinet or stand with 
a plane siudded with small resilient 
steel pins, spaced and arranged with re- 
spect to numbered holes in the plane 
surface, and with a catapult powered 
with a rubber band, whereby marbles 
may be shot from the catapult onto the 
plane and against or around the pins 
and into the numbered holes. In orcer 
to participate in the amusement a 5-cent 
piece or other small coin must be in- 
serted into a locking mechanism’ at- 
tached to the device so that the marbles 
will gather in the catapult. The patron 
then can shot at his will and under his 
exclusive control the marbles and test 
his skill in placing the marbles in the 
numbered holes. The more skill dis- 
played by the patron in shooting the 
marbles by the control of the catapult 
and of the force used and of the pre- 
cision with which the marbles are shot, 
the higher of the numbered holes can he 
fill. The device is purely one of amuse- 
ment and does not vend any character 
of confection or merchandise, or t 
or give any prize, or return an 
whatever to the patron, other than the 
satisfaction and amusement obtained in 
engaging in the sport 

the patron’s skill in shooting 
bies from the catapult against or around 
the pins and into the numbered holes. 
The devices are commonly known as 
merble games of the pin type.” 

It is therefore ordered, adjudged and 
decreed that plaintiff’s bill of complaint 
as to said named defendants be dis- 
missed, without prejudice to the right 
of the plaintiff to renew the same as to 
any of such defendants, either named cr 
not set out by name as law enforcement 
and peace Officers of the State of Texas, 
its counties, cities and towns, in the 
event any of them shall seize or confis- 
cate any of such devices contrary to 
this decree. The costs are 
against plaintiff.

Better Rocket 
Has Advan 


CHICAGO, March 3.—Altho details have 
already been published regarding a num- 
ber of improvements made on the Rock- 
et, automatic pay-out pin game, the 
Bally Manufacturing Company recently 
sent out the first formal announcement 
of the new improved model Rocket. The 
announcement states that the improve- 
ments are a result uf a careful tabula- 
tion and study of all difficulties experi- 
enced by operators during the four 
months that Rockets have been on loca- 
tion in all parts of the country. Inci- 
dentally, it is stated that, in spite of 
these difficulties, operators were reluc- 
tant to return machines to the factory. 
The popularity of the automatic payout 
and the unusual earning power that re- 
sulted from this popularity was such 
that operators preferred to keep the ma- 
chine in service themselves. As a result, 
Bally was able to obtain a much more 
thoro test and a much more complete 
search for bugs than would have been 
possible had operators merely returned 
the machines for replacement. 

The fact that Rocket may now be op- 

pag Sse from house current or dry 
cell batteries will be of special interest 
to operators, many of whom prefer elec- 
tric machines that “plug-in” to those 
that are battery operated. The plug-in 
model is equipped with a universal mo- 
tor which operatas on either alternating 
or direct current, 110 volts. A slight 
extra charge is made for this optional 

pment. 

Some of the outstanding im 
included in the new Rocket are: An 
entirely new type coin mechanism, which 
is said to be absolutely jam-proof and 
specifically designed to eliminate certain 
weak features of the former coin mech- 
anism. The new coin mechanism also 
includes new anti-cheating devices, nota- 
bly a slug-proof feature which takes the 
notorious “Texas” slug out of circulation. 

A new Non-clogging coin tube has also 
been added. Altho close adjustment is 
not necessary on the new tube, it is said 
to be @ positive preventative of jamming, 
due to the fact that coins drop into the 
tube by gravity alone, and cannot be 
forced into a jamming position. The 
natrow coin overflow chute is replaced 
with a 6%4-inch by 8'4-Inch apron, which 
eliminates necessity for close adjust- 
ment, and also serves as a protective 
guard covering the entire mechanism. 

Both the pay-out slide and the pay- 
Out drum mechanism have improved fea- 
tures which insure utmost accuracy of 
y-out slide and to the drum reset rod 


sith . oe ou 
on. 

Accurate are also insured by 
the new ation used on the score 


register segments. Instead of insulating 
enamel, thick strips of bakelite are riv- 
eted onto each segment, making it im- 
possible for current to “short” thru the 
segment, 

New anti-cheating features are found 
in a tilting device that is said to be more 
sensitive than has heretofore been con- 
sidered possible, and in new devices add- 
ed to the sliding panel. 

Officials of the Bally organization state 
that the new improved Rocket has been 
thoroly tested on locations in all parts 
of the country, and only the most en- 
thusiastic reports of its performance 
have been received. 


Selector on Dice Game 


CHICAGO, March 3—The Exhibit 
Supply Cues displayed a full line of 
arcade machines this year, including 
latest mecdels of the well-known Iron 
Claw. P. C. Smith, Claude R. Kirk and 
a@ number of the distributors of the firm 
were present at the booth. J. Prank 
Mever, president of the firm, was de- 
tained in California on business and 
could not be present at the show. 

A new counter dice machine was 
chown, called Selectem. It is not like 
Sweet Sally, the makers state, but is an 
improvement of the Booster machine, 
with a selector mechanism that adds 
greatly to the playing appeal. The firm 
will continue the former Booster model.

Interpretation of Tax 
Secured by Operators 


NEW ORLEANS, March 3.—Efforts of 
the coin men here to get a reduction of 
the Charity Hospital tax seem to be suc- 
cessful. The hospital tax was inter- 
preted to be $5 a machine, which would 
have brought the tutal taxes back to $10, 
including the city tax, which had been 
Tecuced 5C per cent. 

The coin men, thru the Vending Ma- 
chine Operators’ Association, took the 
matter up with proper authorities and 
have procured an interpretation that 
the tax will be $5 on each location ‘n- 
stead of $5 on each machine.
